The Report of the United States 


Housing Corporation 
Illustrated by Examples of Community and Group Buildings 


CLOTH bound book of more than 500 pages, 
size 9 X 12, is the report of the United States 
Housing Corporation. It treats of activities 

during the war, in the housing of war workers, of 
the Bureau of Industrial Housing and Transporta- 
tion of the Department of Labor. It should be in 
the hands of every architect in this country. 

Every phase of the question of industrial hous- 
ing is fully treated in a series of articles, carefully 
prepared, and there are, in addition, more than two 
hundred and fifty illustrations of typical examples 
in the more than forty-five different localities where 
housing for industrial workers was undertaken un- 
der Government control during the war. 

There is no connection between this report and 
that of the United States Shipping Board, illustra- 
tions from which have recently appeared in THE 
AMERICAN ARCHITECT. This report of the Housing 
Corporation may be fairly said to be of greater 
importance than any work on housing that up to 
this time has been published. 

It contains the result of investigation and study, 
all carried on with the unrestricted opportunity that 
clothes Governmental authority. The men who 
have contributed and who formed the nucleus of 
this organization are acknowledged the most 
thoritative in this country.

Whether architects, en- 


gineers, town planners or those whose study has 
been the sociological aspect of housing, each has 


come to the work assigned to him equipped to se- 
cure the very utmost of practical result. 

In illustrating the work of the United States 
Shipping Board, the detached and semi-detached 
house, with respect to its regional location, was fully 
set forth. In this report these types are as interest- 
ingly shown, but in order to cover as fully as pos- 
sible all the many types of buildings that form the 
industrial housing groups, the buildings 
properly belonging to the community center are 
treated in this issue. The extracts from this report 
have been culled with particular reference to a fur-

ther discussion of the planning and designing of 
the low cost house. 

It was realized at the outset of these large and 
widely distributed operations that in addition to the 
influence of locality, the effect of climate on the 
design of houses, there was also the important in- 
fluence of local custom. The report, in part, follows: 


Investigation of the requirements of workmen in differ- 
ent localities showed generally a preference for established 
local types. In the Middle West and on the Pacific coast 
it was the bungalow; in the smaller towns, single or possi- 
bly semi-detached houses; while the workmen in the Phila- 
delphia Navy Yard would consider nothing but the row 
house. As the houses were to be occupied by these work- 
men, their wishes were complied with so far as their earn- 
ings indicated their ability to pay for them. 

In order to lessen the burden on transportation facilities, 
materials available in local markets were given preference, 
even at increased cost in some instances. Where brick and 
terra cotta were manufactured in quantity they were used 
for exterior walls; slate sometimes replaced the usual as- 
phalt slate-coated shingles, and plaster board the usual 
spruce lath. 

In congested localities where the row house and the 
apartment house were the predominant types, brick was 
generally used for the exterior walls. It reduced fire risks, 
and where smoke would make a stucco surface unsightly 
and necessitate the frequent painting of wood, the use of 
brick reduced the maintenance charges. 


Early the question of the substitution of mate- 
rials, owing to the rulings of the War Industries 
3oard that prohibited the use of metals and other 
building materials, became important, and forced the 
use of materials of construction not customary in 
the best practice. 


The restriction in the use of metals, which at first 
affected only copper and lead, later limited the use of 
steel and of zinc, which had been adopted as a flashing 
material after tin and galvanized iron were no longer avail- 
able. This required the avoidance of flashing by special 
details of frames and the use of asphalt-coated flashing in 
many cases. Gutters and downspouts were made of wood 
where they could not be omitted entirely, and deck roofs, 
ordinarily tin, were covered with canvas or more frequently 
with some prepared roofing. 
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prohibited because of the shortage 
of lead and zinc oxide. Chrome 
yellow and green were held for the 
exclusive use of the Army for camou- 
flage purposes. Interior woodwork 
was given one coat of an oil stain 
for protection until such time as the 
supply of materials would allow fin- 
ishing with varnish or paint. Shin- 
gles without paint or stain were used 
for exterior walls in many cases 
where the climate gives a good color 
from weathering. 


GENERAL OBSERVATIONS 

Under the necessities of war, cer- 
tain forms of construction were de- 
cided on which in peace time would 
not have been resorted to. 

The War Industries Board was the 
final arbiter in nearly all cases as to 
forms of construction and materials. 
Naturally, the policies which they de- 
termined from the point of view of 
general economy of material and 
transportation did not always pro- 
duce results which were satisfactory 
from the point of view of our par- 
ticular housing developments. In the 
light of our experience it is obvious 
also, now that the war is over, that, 
as was inevitable, some errors were 
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made and that some construction, 

- though it aimed at economy, did not 
so result. 

In the descriptions of the dwell- 
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ings for each project, certain features 
particular to the project have been

= noted. The general faults, however, 
if faults they may be called under 
Ss the circumstances, common to all or 
at least to a great many of the Cor- 
poration’s developments, are sufh- 
cient in number and importance to be 
discussed here, so that the prospect- 
ive builder may be warned against 
the so-called Government standards 
(both design and construction) with- 








The conservation of metals became a most vital ques- 
tion. Plumbing was arranged for the minimum use of 
pipe, even at the expense of some features in the plan. 
All fixtures were arranged to have the shortest possible 
runs to the stack and the kitchen range with the hot- 
water tank was placed so that the runs of supply pipe 
were reduced to a minimum. In all dwellings, except 
where superimposed bathrooms occurred and where fixtures 
were more than Io feet from the stack, all venting of traps 
was dispensed with and cast-iron drum traps were adopted. 
After thorough tests had proved that the seal could not be 
destroyed by siphoning, a special fitting was adopted for 
bathroom waste connections by which all the connections 
to the stack were made with a single fitting. Galvanized 
wrought-iron pipe was used for all waste pipes. 

For houses of the size generally built hot air offered a 
thoroughly satisfactory system of heating. It was adopted 
because of small initial cost and economy of metal. Elec- 
tric wiring was reduced to one outlet in each room with 
switches for the hall light only. 

The use of white paint except for exterior trim was 


out careful consideration of those 
deficiencies which were compelled by the war. In speaking 
of these defects in connection with the Government hous- 
ing, the corporation is in many cases calling attention to 
faults common also to a very large percentage of pre-war 
houses built privately —houses which though cheap to build 
are costly to own because of the repairs consequent to in- 
feriority of construction, or inconvenient to live in on 
account of poor design. 

For example, let us consider the plans generally. It 
is to be noted that many rooms, while perfectly livable, 
lack in size just the few square feet required to give real 
comfort. These few feet save a large amount of money 
in the aggregate of all the houses built, but the money 
would be well spent under ordinary circumstances in pro- 
viding the extra accommodations. 

The same comment is applicable in many cases to 
porches. Similarly a large saving was effected by omitting 
the finish: in attics, where oftentimes there was sufficient 
space for an extra room which if lighted by a dormer 
window would have been at least as comfortable as a 
small room on the second floor. 
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but in no case has this been done. 
Where cellars are dug in clay or rock 
or shale, it is advisable to waterproof 
not only the outside of the cellar 
walls but also under the cellar floors. 
Tile drains at the footings are of 
great value, but where water. pressure 
is likely to exist the tile drains are 
not always sufficient. 

It is inadvisable to stucco walls 
down to the grade level, as was done 
on some projects. Capillary attrac- 
tion causes moisture from the earth 
to permeate the stucco and frost 
cracks it off of its backing. 

When a chimney flue is required 
to be 8 by 8 inches or 8 by 12 inches 
no part should have less than that 
area. It seems almost unnecessary 
to state this, but the error occurred 
sufficiently often among the thou- 
sands of houses built for the corpo- 
ration, and it occurs in common 
practice to such an extent as to be 
worthy of note.

in appearance, by no means as good 
as the details made by the architects 
in these cases. This is as true of in- 
terior millwork as it is of the ex- 
terior. But, all in all, except where 
a few houses depended upon their 
millwork for their refinements, there 
is no very glaring fault in the gen- 
eral design due to the conditions 
stated. 

The quality of material, however,

But the greatest savings were made in materials, lumber, 
and millwork, including both the quality and kind; also in 
the design of moldings. 

Attention should be called to the many roofs which 
have insufficient pitch to drain properly. A roof with in- 
sufficient pitch will leak unless the roof covering is such 
as is usually placed on flat roofs. With such materials as 
slate, asphalt shingles, and wood shingles, a roof with a 
pitch of less than 30° is bad. In the case of wood shingles 
it is specially bad, as, besides the consequent decay to the 
construction of the roof, the shingles themselves rot so 
quickly as to require renewal in a few years. 

Flashings in many of the Government projects are of 
other materials than metal, for metal was the scarcest of 
all war material and most requisite for the war. Flash- 
ings should be of tin or, better yet, lead or copper, as 
those last two materials are practically everlasting. For 
flat roofs, too, copper is much to be preferred. Many of 
the projects are built on sites of such soil formation as 
would ordinarily require that the cellars be waterproofed, 


is quite another matter, and there is 
so much inferior quality of wood- 
work that it would almost seen’ that a great part of the 
second-grade wood trim and boarding in certain parts of 
the country must have been used up on the Government's 
housing. We find siding of such poor quality as to raise 
the question of .the advisability of using it, even in war 
times, and flooring which proved to be more economical to 
discard than to use because of the great cost of laying. 
Lengths less than 3 feet, as a rule, might ‘better be dis- 
carded or used in closets. 

Exception may be justly taken to the design of many of 
the knobs and fancy plates with which the doors are fitted. 
They would have looked much better had they been per- 
fectly plain rather than highly ornamented. They are 
evidently stock which had existed for some time and the 
best that can be said for them (as well as the inferior 
wood used) is that by their use the market is purged to 
that extent and therefore houses built in future will not 
have them because they are cheap. 

As a rule it is wise to have too much heating capacity 
in a house rather than too little, but in most of the Gov- 
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a very simple way of getting to the 
attic. 

A great majority of the houses 
have wooden gutters and downspouts. 
In cases where the wood gutters are 
built into the cornice the appearance 
is much better than in cases where 
they are hung like a metal gutter. 
The wooden downspouts or leaders 
should always receive a coat of as- 
phalt paint on the inside to preserve 
the wood. 

The foregoing criticisms apply to 
certain instances of the work of the 
United States Housing Corporation. 
In relation to building generally many 
warning notes could be sounded in 
the hope of raising the standard of

house construction, but this would 
be out of place in the present report. 
It is hoped, however, that with the 
foregoing notes the “housing stand- 
ards” as used in the work of the 
Housing Corporation may be of value 
in suggesting certain economies in 
the use of materials, and general 
saving for the house builder, and bet- 
ter housing for the vast number of 
home makers whose right it is to get 
a return of a dollar’s worth for a 
dollar spent. 


In every case where organiza- 
tion was created, one and per- 
haps the first question to be 
settled was the method of pro- 
cedure in design. Referring to 
the early studies, the report 
states :

ernment houses the question still arises whether smaller 
furnaces would not have been sufficient. In connection 
with the heating, exception may well be taken to the posi- 
tions of the wood lattice coverings of the cold-air returns 
in the floors. They should have been placed in side walls, 
as was done at two of the projects. It would, of course, 
have helped matters had metal grilles been used, but even 
in this case the openings might be at corners of rooms 
rather than in places over which persons are required to 
pass. 

The uniformly high-grade designs of the houses and the 
care with which they were worked out by the architects 
leave little to be said in general criticism of them. The 
few minor details which might be noted are, however, 
worth consideration for future building. 

In many houses headroom on stairs could be bettered 
by beveling the header beam of the staircase well. 

In all the houses, except in the development at Newport, 
R. I. no provision has been made for access to attic 
spaces. At Newport a ladder was constructed between the 
studs directly beside the opening in the attic floor. This is 


Modern workmen’s villages of Eng- 
land and the Continent, while usually 
excellent in design as to appearance were not suited to our 
living conditions and methods of construction. Little in- 
formation was available concerning the few private devel- 
opments and the work of speculative builders, which 
ranged in quality from good houses offered on fair terms 
down to anything that could command’a market. So that 
the architects from all parts of the country who very 
generously complied with requests for drawings of houses 
which they had built, approximately suitable for the pro- 
posed housing developments, furnished the real basis upon 
which this preliminary architectural work was done. 

\ conference called by Mr. Eidlitz of a number of 
prominent architects, town planners, sociologists and men 
interested in industrial problems resulted in a report issued 
in March, 1918, as a bulletin by the Department of Labor 
under the title “Standards Recommended for Permanent 
Industrial Housing Developments,” which later became a 
sort of accepted description of normal types and standards 
for all developments. On the basis of the standard re- 
quirements established in this report all the plans collected 
were compared, and the most promising types selected for 
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study and revision. The resulting plans were called for 
lack of a better name “standard plans.” They were in- 
tended to serve as condensed practical guides to architects 
employed, rather than as hard and fast forms. The archi- 
tect, while held to a proper limitation, and given a tenta- 
tive solution, was free to exercise his own ingenuity in the 
improvement of the plan, in the design of the exterior, and 
in its execution. He was told ina letter of instruction issued 
that “we must depend upon simplicity of design, the avoid- 
ance of unnecessary variety in types, and plain common 
sense in the choice of materials, to get our cost down to 
rock bottom. Our problem is to build houses which work- 
men will like to live in and which they can afford to rent 
and buy * * *” 

As the standards developed, many types were discarded 
which were too large in area or cubage or which did not 
give a relatively large ratio of room area to total area. 
Thus a great deal of experience was gained beforehand 
which otherwise would have been gained only with much 
greater expense and delay during the actual progress of 
the work. Originally conceived to represent minimum re- 
quirements, the imperative need of securing as many 
houses as possible with a limited sum of money often 
turned the standards into maximum requirements, and 
although a write-off of abnormal “war costs” was con- 
templated, any excessive expense incurred entailed the 
danger that workmen might still be unable to afford the 
houses. Almost before the standard plans were finished 
increasing cost of building had rendered many of the 
larger types impracticable for our purposes. Some types 
also, though correct as to size of units, were discarded 
because certain other quite uniform arrangements of plan 
worked better. It developed also that bathrooms and 
kitchens, especially in their relation to each other in the 
matter of plumbing, could advantageously be arranged 
according to plans so constant as to become practically 
standard. All the standard plans are published, however, 
with the thought that they will prove interesting in com- 
parison with the plans which were finally developed from 
them by the architects to meet special local conditions. 


The principal types of houses as evolved were: 
TYPES OF HOUSES 


( Principal types only.) 
Type 1. Single-family house. 
Type 2. Two-family house. 
Type 3. Single-family house with rooms for lodg- 
ers or boarders. 
Type 4. Lodging house for men. 
Type 5. Hotel for men.

Type 6. Lodging house for women. 
Type 7. Hotel for women. 

Type 8. Tenement house. 

Type 9. Boarding house. 


The standard plans as referring to such of these 
types as might properly be classed as buildings in 
the community group is as follows: 


DORMITORIES 


Originally dormitories were planned for men and for 
women with bedrooms about 11 feet by 7 feet 6 inches and 
8 feet high, for a single occupant. In the dormitories for 
women a living room, laundry, and special toilet arrange- 
ments, and a room and bath for the matron were required. 


None of these were provided in the dormitories for men, 
the caretaker using the general baths. Bedroom closets 
increased the size and cost of the building, so open shelves 
having hook strips below were used with provision for cur- 
tains of washable material. No dormitory over two stories 
high was contemplated, but later an exception was made 
in the case of the Washington, D. C., dormitories with the 
use of noninflammable outside walls, because of inadequate 
available land. Transverse fire partitions with self-closing 
fire doors divided long buildings, and fire escapes were 
provided at the ends of corridors. 

It soon became apparent that in most communities 
dwellings were especially needed for men with families 
or dependents, as quickly as an adequate number of suit- 
able dwellings could be constructed. The single men could 
largely be cared for as boarders, and the single women 
were thus generally the only class to be continuously housed 
in dormitories. It seemed probable that dormitories origi- 
nally used for a sudden influx of men workers would 
revert eventually to women. Therefore, it was decided 
that all domitories should be built so that they might be 
made available for women. 

The standard dormitory as illustrated accommodates 57 
or 59 men, S 27 accommodates 93 men and has a small 
lounging room and an office, but no living room. The 
outside porch is glazed and screened to serve as a living 
room in winter and summer. 


CONVERTIBLE HOUSES. 


The so-called convertible type house is of permanent 
construction, designed to be used for a period as a board- 
ing house or dormitory and to be altered by slight changes 
in partitions and the addition of bathroom and kitchen 
fixtures for use as semidetached or row dwellings. This 
type is illustrated by houses at Alton, Ilion, Aberdeen, and 
Indianapolis. 


APARTMENTS. 


A limited number of apartment houses were projected 
by the corporation as at Staten Island, Bridgeport, Beth- 
lehem, Perth Amboy, Puget Sound, Vallejo, Erie, and 
Washington, D. C. They were housekeeping apartments 
having three to five rooms each, usually with brick walls 
and wooden floor construction. A number of these apart- 
ments furnish an interesting basis for comparison on the 
special requirements due to local custom and climate. 


CAFETERIAS. 


The cafeteria on the scale required for our developments 
was practically a new problem. Little accurate informa- 
tion could be obtained until various schemes of kitchen, 
counter, and seating arrangements had been tried by Gov- 
ernment departments. In order to give light and ventila- 
tion to large spaces monitors have been generally adopted. 
Tables with chairs, seating not more than eight, have 
proved generally preferable to the arrangement of benches 
shown.’ The tables should be 2 feet 6 inches wide and 
spaced not less than 4 feet apart. Passages at the ends of 
tables should not be less than 3 feet. Hat and coat hooks 
should be provided, and where the entrance and exit are 
at the same point it is sometimes advisable to provide a 
check room. The emergency exits are necessary in case 
of fire. Dry storage in addition to the kitchen storeroom 
is generally provided for supplies purchased in large quan- 
tities. For convenient checking all kitchen supplies should 
be delivered at a single entrance, and there should also be 
a single entrance under control for employees. The 
bakery is a valuable adjunct in case of inadequate local 
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supply, as it developed that pastry, breadstuffs, and cakes 
are among the most popular foods supplied. 

The cafeteria was found to be so much more efficient 
and its operation so much cheaper than the restaurant for 
feeding the occupants of dormitories, that there is only 
me case, Washington, D. C., in which the restaurant plan 
is being used. There, owing to the character of the 
patrons, principally women clerks from Government offices, 
it was felt that the cafeteria would not prove satisfactory. 


SCHOOLS. 


In so many instances the schools had to fulfill the mis- 
sion of day nursery for older children, because mothers 
as well as fathers were working, that the double session 
recreation corridor type was recommended by the Bureau 
of Education, The type was not, however, finally adopted 
as standard and was built only in a few cases, but it is of 
such interest that it seems worthy of publication, with key 
plans showing numerous possible compositions. The plate 
section of this issue, illustrating “Special Schools”, gives a 
typical arrangement shown at larger scale together with 
key plans of smaller buildings. The traditional school- 
house plan was used with modifications. 


STORES. 


Stores already existing in the neighborhood of most 
developments made it difficult to apply any rule for deter- 
mining the number of stores required for each project. 
In cases where the projects are isolated, one store for 
each 40 families was estimated to be sufficient. They are 
generally grouped at civic centers or placed in rows on 
opposite sides of a street. They are planned in small 
units and so constructed that two or more of these units 
may be combined for a single larger store. Exterior walls 
are generally of brick, but stucco on wood frame is used 
in several developments where the houses are of frame. 
One floor of apartments is generally provided over the 
stores. These apartments have always independent en- 
trances, so that the apartments may be let separately, 
although often in demand by the storekeepers. 


RECREATION BUILDINGS. 


In projects of not less than 500 families or where there 
are large numbers of men in dormitories without con- 
venient access to other places of recreation the Housing 
Corporation undertook the construction of recreation 
buildings of various types and in several cases of isolated 
projects separate moving-picture theatres were planned 
with an average of one seat for each family in the com- 
munity. 


HOSPITALS. 


[he requirements for hospitals did not differ widely 
from those of the usual clinical hospital, except that the 
dispensary service was given more emphasis. 

The Housing Corporation was well aware that good ap- 
pearance would be a financial asset in the housing develop- 
ments; that is, it was known that up to a certain point 
every householder would be willing to pay something extra 
for good-looking surroundings. But it was realized also 
that in communities of people of modest means, such com- 
munities as the Housing Corporation was dealing with, the 
householders simply can not afford very much expense, 
over and above what they must pay for the absolute 
necessities of life, purely for enjoyment of the appear- 
ance of their home neighborhood, however much they 
might desire this enjoyment. 

This fact makes it very difficult for any small develop- 
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ment of houses scattered among those of an existing large 
community to do much without financial loss to raise itself 
above the mediocrity or ugliness which too often sur- 
rounds it. But in a large development or an isolated 
development the case is entirely different. Here all the 
attractiveness of harmonious buildings pleasantly related, 
of street systems which have a general unity and a sensi- 
ble fitness to the ground surface, of avoidance of the 
mutual nuisances which arise when buildings, often for 
different uses, are jumbled together in inconvenient rela- 
tions,—all this can often be had for no extra expense at 
all over the cost of houses and streets built without con- 
sideration of these relations. 

If it is thus possible to get a community which has an 
air of well-being of its own, it is much more likely that 
the householders will make effort enough to maintain and 
better its appearance, each in his small way on his own 
lot. And of course the general pride of the householders 
in the attractiveness of the neighborhood is the force by 
which, in the long run, the appearance of the community 
will largely be determined. 

In this chapter the Corporation has set down some of 
the ways in which it has found that it was possible to 
obtain some degree of order and attractiveness of appear- 
ance without incurring thereby an expense which the kind 
of people whom the Corporation were serving could not 
readily afford to pay for. 

Of course the good appearance of a neighborhood de- 
pends mostly on three things: First, the appearance of 
the several houses and streets and fences and plantings 
in themselves, according as they are each well designed and 
well kept; second, the grouping together of these things 
to make a good-looking whole; and third, the pleasant 
relation of this whole layout to the surroundings into 
which it is set. 

It will evidently go a long way to help the appearance 
of a town if as anyone goes along the streets he feels 
that each new view that he gets, each new neighborhood 
that he goes through, has some consistent character of 
its own. 

The simplest way to make a street present a consistent 
“picture” is to have it form a vista. Anyone’s natural 
tendency when in a straight street is to look down it. 
There should be something at the end to look at not too 
far away. In this respect the regular gridiron plan of 
streets of indefinite extent fails to be satisfactory. Every 
street in the gridiron is a vista, but no vista has any 
terminus. In many cases the Corporation planned streets 
with slight angles, or curved, or (in the case of purely 
local streets) ending abruptly against a transverse street; 
and arranged the buildings and plantings so that there 
should be pleasant views along the streets, both toward 
and from the buildings at the vista ends. 

\ section of street may be made distinctive by set- 
ting the houses close to the street at each end of the sec- 
tion and farther back in the middle, so forming or sug- 
gesting an inclosed space into which the houses look 
and each side of which is a consistently designed group 
or continuous row of houses. Sometimes where there 
was land enough we carried this idea so far as to make 
a neighborhood park or a village green with two road- 
ways and a central grass space. The arrangement proved 
worth while, however, in many cases where the roadway 
was continuous and the difference in setback of the 
houses was less than Io feet. 

An examination of the executed work, however, shows 
that in designing such variation in setback the tendency 
has been almost invariably to overdo the amount of the 
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Editorial Comment 


Estimating Methods in Contracting 


VERY efficiently rendered service is justly 
entitled to fair compensation. That present 
methods of estimating do not provide such just 
compensation has given rise to dissatisfaction not 
only on the part of contractors but also architects 
and their clients. Undoubtedly there is something 
wrong in a method that is so generally adversely 
criticised. In the effort to provide a remedy, a 
method that will fairly and equitably act in the 
interest of all the parties concerned in a building 
contract, many plans have been proposed. Three 
of these are described and criticised in this issue. 
The estimated cost of a building is the real basis 
of every contract and in the calculating of such an 
estimate, a service is rendered for which the owner, 
or client, as the beneficiary, should pay. It is a 
further fact that the present methods of estimating 
have now, in view of the very radical changes in 
building methods, become cumbrous, expensive and 
retard the initial progress of the work. 

In these days of inflated prices the accurate 
preparation of an estimate of costs becomes a very 
large part of the builder's expenses. Those engaged 
in such calculations are necessarily men of consid- 
erable technical training, and it is important under 
present methods, to have a staff of such well trained 
assistants in the office of every modern contractor. 
That contractors are fully alive to the fact that a 
large part of the “over-head” carried in their or- 
ganizations is created through modern wasteful 
estimating methods is proven by the fact that a 
system founded on principles that are so manifestly 
unjust as that of Mr. Ke'ley, discussed on another 
page in this issue, has received in many instances 
their careful consideration and even acceptance. 

It is not the purpose to discuss this system here, 
as it is very thoroughly covered by the report of 
the Committee on Methods of the Associated Gen- 
eral Contractors of America, printed in this issue. 
With this report THE AMERICAN ARCHITECT thor- 
oughly concurs. 

It is learned that those who are endeavoring to 
press the merits of the Kelley system have addressed 
local Master Builders’ Associations in certain sec- 
tions of the Middle West on the topic of “Pay- 
ment for Bidding.” In a letter written by a prom- 
inent contractor who attended a meeting addressed 
by a promoter of the Kelley system, it is stated that 
the impression was given that that system was 
agreeable to the American Institute of Architects 


and that approval of the system had been given by 
the president of the Chapter of the Institute lo- 
cated in the city in which this meeting was held. 

These statements would undoubtedly carry con- 
siderable weight with the contractors as they have 
a keen appreciation of the work of the Institute and 
would also tend to influence many architects not 
affiliated with the Institute. As a matter of fact, 
the Institute and its local chapters speak only 
through the adoption of a resolution, although the 
officers are under no restraint as to expressing their 
personal views. 


HE propaganda which is being furthered by 
the promoters of the Kelley system must be 
analyzed and property classified, as it affects all 
architects in the discharge of their duties to their 
clients. Architects must take some action at once 
in order to retain their rightful prerogatives. In 
order that this important subject may be disposed 
of in a rational and business-like manner, the As- 
sociated General Contractors of America has ad- 
dressed a communication to the president of the 
American Institute of Architects and the chairman 
of Engineering Council, suggesting that the three 
organizations meet in conference at an early date. 
These organizations to be represented each by 
three delegates. The delegates to this informal 
conference are to discuss methods for establishing 
a scheme for the payment for estimates and report 
to their respective organizations for action. By 
this means it is possible to formulate and adopt a 
plan mutually satisfactory to the interests involved 
It is to be hoped that prompt action will result from 
this suggestion. 

A building contract affects six interests: owner, 
architect, general contractor, sub-contractor, ma- 
terial dealer and the public. Of these, the first 
three naturally control the project. The architect, 
as the agent of the owner, must have a voice in the 
establishment of any scheme which. involves the 
expenditure of the owner’s funds employed in the 
erection of a building. Not only should he be a 
party to the formulation of any scheme affecting 
the owner’s funds, but he should control such ex- 
penditures. For this reason, architects must take 
cognizance of the proposed action of the contractors 
and be a party to the establishment of some proper 
scheme whereby suitable compensation is made for 
estimating services. 

The systems most seriously considered are very 
fully set forth in this issue. As a means of develop- 
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ing opinion in THe AMERICAN

HERE is also published in this issue a new 

method of contract letting, developed by 
Dr. J. A. L. Waddell, Consulting Engineer. Inas- 
much as the matter of estimating is intimately re- 
lated to the form of contract, the two must be con- 
sidered simultaneously. If the form of contract be 
on the cost plus basis, then clearly there is no need 
for having a large number of contractors estimate 
the cost of the work, but inasmuch as in any case 
the owner desires an outside figure limiting the ul- 
timate cost of the improvement some estimate must 
necessarily be made. 

[t is almost universally admitted by all parties in 
interest that neither the lump sum nor the cost plus 
form of contract as at present in use are ideal, or in 
general entirely fair to both owner and contractor. 
The plan suggested by Dr. Waddell therefore de- 
serves careful study and analysis, to determine 
whether it presents a satisfactory solution of the 
problem, or whether it may be used as the basis 
of such a solution. It would seem that it is the 
duty of every member of the architectural profes- 
sion to frankly state his experience and give an ex- 
pression of his opinion on these matters, to the 
end that the present restlessness and dissatisfaction 
may be eliminated, and methods fair and satisfac- 
tory to all concerned be instituted without delay. 


The Power of the Technical Press 


N excellent example of just how efficient and 
A successful a technical publication may be in 
working for the solution of problems in its particu- 
lar field is conclusively proven by reading the 
results of an investigation conducted by The 
Iron Age into the facts behind the threatened na- 
tion-wide strike of iron and steel workers. In a 
recent issue of that publication a most thorough 
and illuminating exposé of conditions at Pittsburgh, 
the result of a personal visit to many plants by one 
of the editorial staff, was printed. 

It was most forcefully brought out in the article 
that the question being considered by labor unions 
at Pittsburgh was not merely that should there be 
a strike throughout the steel trade but 
whether “men who believe in anarchy, revolution, 
Syndicalism and ambitious 
who will not hesitate to do anything, no matter 
how brutal it is, to accomplish their ends, shall 
have their way or the more conservative element 
under the leadership of Samuel Gompers shall pre- 


entire 


bloodshed, agitators 
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vail and prevent the strike at least until the coming 
conference to be held in Washington. 

The article further brings out evidence connect- 
ing the leading spirit of the strike agitation with 
extreme Syndicalism and other forms of revolu- 
tionary propaganda. The evidence was presented 
to Mr. Gompers with an opportunity for him to 
use his influence to prevent the strike and save the 
American Federation of Labor from disgrace. The 
report of The /ron Age was accepted with the 
assurance that those who had confidence in Mr. 
Gompers as a conservative leader would not be 
disappointed as to his attitude toward the strike. 

The energetic editorial activity of The /ron 
Age in this matter cannot be too heartily com- 
mended. It is evident that everything possible is 
being done by this publication to make conserva- 
tism prevail in the steel industry and prevent any 
further industrial struggles. By first thoroughly in- 
vestigating the facts and then maintaining its posi- 
tion and asserting its beliefs editorially a technical 
paper can make its influence felt most strongly.

\ strong effect of consistency of 
design can be got by balancing a 
building or a group of buildings on 
one side of the street by a similar 
building or group on the other side 
In monumental designs where two 
public buildings can reasonably be 
made alike there are of course many 
good examples of this. In dealing 
with small dwelling houses, on the 
other hand, we felt that a_ rigid 
similarity in a balanced composition 
is apt to spoil the individuality and 
homelikeness of the private dwell- 
ings, and to make the whole street 
look stiff, set, and institutional. 

It was found that on the whole in 
the work that the corporation was 
doing, it was better not to strain 
after obviously designed effect on 
every street, but to choose here a re- 
tired street for a quiet open space, 
there a street intersection for a more 
monumental treatment, and to have a 
large proportion of more ordinary 
streets leading up to the points of 
interest. 

Street intersections are natural 
places for the designer to put some 
particular feature of interest, and 
this was the easier for us to do he- 
cause we could economically put a 
larger building on a corner, where 
it got more light. We found on 
study, however, that when we were 
using single or semi-detached houses 
the only effect that could be got was 
a pleasant grouping of four build- 
ings about the intersection, and not 
an inclosure of the intersection like 
a court. The buildings were too 
small and the streets too wide to make 
the latter possible. When we did 
endeavor to get the effect of a space 
inclosed on all sides or at one end, 
we used stores or row houses to make 
the larger architectural masses 
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setback. The effect can often be quite adequately secured 
by a variation in setback of no more than 2 to 6 feet. 
Generally speaking, where front porches are used, a vari- 
ation in setback of less than the width of the porch is 
more agreeable in every respect than where the porches 
of the recessed houses fall wholly behind the wall line of 
the, more advanced houses. The amount of recessing 
which has proved desirable as a matter of appearance de- 
pends, of course, upon the length of the recessed por- 
tion; the shorter it is the less can it be recessed, the con- 
trolling principle being that the building fronts of the re- 
cessed portion should not entirely disappear from sight 
in the raking views along the street which are ordi- 
narily those of most importance. In these views all pro- 
jections and from the normal building line 
count for their full dimensions in depth, whereas their 
lengths are extremely foreshortened. 


recessions 
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needed, and so arranged them around 
an open area that there was sufficient 
enclosing house-front proportionally to the openings 
made by the entering streets. 

Where the people to be housed needed public or semi- 
public buildings like stores, schools, a moving picture the- 
atre, or a community building, and the structures were 
grouped at an important road intersection, as a matter 
of appearance this was a very good thing. It gave a 
definite center and dominant point to the whole design, 
and the buildings, being larger and all serving a public 
purpose, could be more reasonably arranged for their 
general effect, perhaps inclosing a “square,” as just sug- 
gested, or perhaps in a more open group. 

When a project was large enough, and different dis- 
tricts in it were designed for different purposes, this, if 
rightly done from the point of view of use, gave also 
naturally a consistency of appearance in each district and 
variety .in the whole project. Even when no particular 
districting was needed, and no difference in the ground 
made a variety of appearance, something of the same ef- 
fect was possible by marking the difference between the 
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larger thoroughfares and the quiet local streets, and 
giving one street, for instance, elms for street trees, 
wide planting strips and front-line hedges, and giving an- 
other street sugar maple street trees, with narrower 
planting strips and open front lawns. 

The choice of the color of paint for the houses, the 
choice of stucco or brick or wood as a material, and the 
choice of material and color of the roofs, we attempted 
to use as a means of making various neighborhoods dif- 
ferent and each consistent. The corporation at- 
tempted to use differences of color in a subordinate way 
to multiply the variation due to differences in form be- 
tween the houses of a given group. The corporation was 
convinced that an attempt to get variety by using differ- 
ent colors of paint on houses which were all alike in 
form was likely to look forced, and that it was better to 
accept the similarity of house form as making the whole 
neighborhood consistent in appearance. It was 
to relieve the houses by different minor details of color 
of trim or form of porch or roof, and especially by plant- 
ing of different vines to grow on the houses and different 
trees and shrubs, and by the use or omission of hedges 
or fences, and informal shrubbery along the front bound- 
aries. It was probably in respect to color and texture of 
roofs that the limitations on material imposed by war 
conditions most conspicuously and unfavorably affected 
the appearance of our projects. 

Much variety can be and was obtained with little or no 
expense by repeating the same house plan, but placing 
it with its side or with its end to the street, by reversing 
it right for left, by ringing a series of changes on the lo- 
cation of porches, and finally by using more than one 
shape of roof. 

A consideration of all the projects, when they were 
sufficiently near completion to indicate their final appear- 
ance, made it very clear than an unpleasant monotony 
among the houses of a large project can be avoided by 
the skillful use of architectural variations surprisingly 
few in number and surprisingly limited in their range of 
architectural character, and that any effort at a greater 
variety in the houses than can easily be obtained by such 
simple methods is apt to result in one of three unfortu- 
nate ways. The least unfortunate is a mere waste of 
effort and expense in producing a needless number of 
different plans all of an excellent sort, when two or three, 
with a few interchangeable variations, would accomplish 
purpose. The second is the admission of confessedly 
inferior designs, of otherwise harmonious and acceptable 
sort, under the mistaken impression that the number of 
type designs must be increased. The third is the mingling 
of designs so different as to appear restless and forced, 
or even so different as to appear clashing and inharmo- 
nious. The introduction of such striking differences be- 
tween the houses of any group or neighborhood, espe- 
cially if the same striking difference is repeated several 
times, not overcome the most serious aspect of 
monotony in a housing development, namely, the sug- 
gestion of institutionalism. It rather emphasizes the re- 
petitive character of the work by appearing too loudly to 
deny it; whereas if the differences are not very striking, 
if there is no noticeable effort at differentiation, the fact 
that the modest and pleasant variations often repeat is 
not conspicuous. 
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BASIC PLANS AND THEIR DESCRIPTION 


In reducing many variant plans to the following basic 
types, minor differences, especially placing the closets, door. 
and window locations, etc., are disregarded, and only the es- 
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sentials in plan arrangements are considered. Nearly 
every one of the basic plans is capable not only of being 
reversed right for left but of being turned 90 deg. in re- 
lation to the street front. The center stair types are 
capable of being reversed go deg. in either direction, the 
entrance in one case being at the foot of the stairs to 
the second floor with the stairs to the basement opening 
off the kitchen, and in the other case being at the head of 
the basement stairs with the stairs to the second floor ac- 
cessible through the living room. 

The plans as represented below are for four, five, and 
six ‘room houses, as these were the most popular types 
constructed, and are intended to represent only essential 
points. 


Four-Room PLAN; Type A.

used as a semi-detached house, due fact that an 
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economical arrangement of combining this plan should 
call for chimneys and plumbing together. This would 
place the staircase to both apartments in the center, there- 
by giving combined porches. With stairs arranged as in 
this type, if a first floor hall is desired, it is a little waste- 
ful, as the hall would naturally run the entire length 
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space. We feel that of the two types plan B is more 
economical in arrangement, but is apt to be less economi- 
cal in construction, especially on account of the require- 
ments of two girders and bearing partitions. This plan, 
however, would have less partition area and would also 
give a larger living room if the hall is used, and a better 
front bedroom. 


Five-Room PLAN; Types A-1, A-2, B. 


On the five-room type A-1 and A-2, the same general 
advantages apply as to the four-room type. On the five- 


room type B the same advantages apply as on the four- 
room type B, but this type does not admit economically of 
developing a second floor with three bedrooms as per 
type A. 

Six-Room PLAN: Type A. 


The same general descriptions apply to this plan as to 
the previous A types. The B type (or center stair) plan 
again would not adapt itself so economically with the area

the staircase. This also gives a little larger second 
floor hall space. It will be noted by reference to the dot- 
ted lines on this plan, representing a front hall, that the 
living room becomes narrow. Also, on account of stair 
location in the average depth used for houses of this 
type, it does not admit of an economical closet arrange- 
ment, as the space over stairs on the second floor could 
not be utilized but for one closet. 


Four-Room PLAN; Type B. 


The B type plan as illustrated, with the stairs in the 
center of the building, is best fitted for either single or 
semi-detached houses, as it admits of separated entrances 
and porches if used as semi-detached, with a minimum of 
hall space both upstairs and down. With this arrange- 
ment of stairs, it also allows for sufficient closet area for 














both bedrooms over the staircase, and best utilizes this 
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of three bedrooms on the second floor, due to increased 
second floor hall which would be necessary. 

An excellent variant of the side stair type applicable to 
five-room houses with three rooms downstairs, and to six- 
room houses, is the double-run corner stair type.

lent examples of these types might be seen under the 
Waterbury, Conn., project.

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American Small Houses Lead the World’s 


HE superior quality of the small homes in 

America, the safer terms upon which 

ownership may be acquired, also the un- 
necessary delay in war housing because of slow 
recognition of these facts, are among the interest- 
ing statements of William E. Shannon, until re- 
cently manager of the real estate division of the 
United States Housing Corporation. 

The entertainment of impractical theories, said 
Mr. Shannon, no matter how well intentioned the 
motives may be, does not make for practical and 
successful administration. 

Now as to the beautifully painted picture of Eu- 
ropean housing, of which so many people write 
and talk and so few really know about. 

The German system would not be permitted by 
the independent thinking, self-respecting American 
workman to exist in this country. For us the sys- 
tem is wrong, the lay-out is wrong, the design is 
wrong, and its long payment plan, which in some 
cases is as much as 50 years, is for no other pur- 
pose than to keep the citizens from owning prop- 
erty in fee, for as Mr. Shannon was frankly told 
“as long as the Government owned the mortgage 
on a man’s home that man would do as bidden.” 

In England rather a different state of affairs was 
found, the manufacturer taking the place of the 
Government, but with about the same results. “The 
Master with great show appears as if he is desirous 
of having “his workmen” own their homes, general- 
ly in the hollow, while he lives on the hill—but the 
very small monthly payment spread over years of 
time keeps the man from securing his home in fee, 
because death, accident or a convenient strike 
throws him out. 

Our people must realize, unless they desire to 
degenerate to the European level of dependence, 
that no man has a right to live in a home that 
will take more than fifteen years to pay for, and 
no healthy man is entitled to a home unless he can 
earn enough to pay a reasonable value for it. 

The architectural exterior effect seems to be con- 
sidered by the English philanthropist far more im- 
portant than the interior comfort. The roof must 
be just right, otherwise it would be unsightly from 
his home on the hill. A thatched roof in Ann 
Hathaway style is considered ideal, though it per- 
mit of only a 2-foot by 2-foot bedroof window, 
but the occupant must not complain—because this 
is architecturally correct, and his cottage has been 
sold to him much less than cost, with an interest 
rate far less than current. A cottage built so close 


to the ground that it could not have cellar ventila- 
tion is raved over as a thing of beauty, though it 
gives the occupant tuberculosis. : 

It was matters of this kind that the realtors in 
the Housing Corporation objected to forcing on 
the industrial workers of America. 

The street layout of the English “Village Beauti- 
ful” for this country is also all wrong. Their 
design is to have many blocked streets, for the 
purpose of seclusion, and those which are open must 
be as crooked as possible, even where the topo- 
graphical features of the land do not demand it. 

This ancient and un-American scheme was very 
much favored by a group of landscape gardeners 
in the bureau, who renamed themselves “town plan- 
ners”, which the architects of the bureau resented 
and therefore renamed themselves “architects and 
town planners”. These so-called “town planners”, 
from the appearance of their town designs, must 
have secured their experience in this work from 
old books on landscape architecture published by 
the monks. Their plans were mostly of the de 
Medici period, when towns were built for defense, 
when streets were on angles and curves, so they 
could be defended with the weapons of the day 
from the rush of invading hordes. They did not 
appreciate that Benjamin Franklin planned a town 
in this country, not designed for defense, but with 
straight, broad streets, so that God could purify 
every corner with His sun and fresh air, and they 
did not seem to know that later came the great 
Frenchman, L’Enfant, who assisted by Washing- 
ton and Jefferson, improved the plan of Philadel- 
phia in the design of the nation’s capital by putting 
in diagonal avenues. From that date to this, Amer- 
ica has broken away from the European idea of 
town planning and I think it is safe to say we are 
not going back to it. 

We have heard so much about building homes 
“by the mile and selling them by the foot” that 
some really believe that we have a wrong system 
of home production. Mr. Shannon, therefore, made 
a personal investigation of housing conditions in 
Europe and can now make the statement that whether 
they are a row, semi-detached or detached homes. 
this country produces better built, better ventilated, 
brighter and more comfortable workmen's homes 
than any of the nine European countries which he 
visited. Furthermore, this country sells these 
homes, with rare exception, on the safest terms for 
the occupant’s good in any country in the world. 

America praduces the best small homes because 
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it is the only nation that has made it a business 
to do so. It is in this country that one finds the 
modern building association, the modern savings 
banks, the modern trust company, the modern in- 
surance company and the realters—all of whom 
assist that benefactor, misnamed the speculative 
builder, to give to all the people homes, American 
homes, homes on tops of hills, homes with real 
windows, wide doors, ventilated cellars, roofs with 
air space, and modern sanitation, and because of 
unrestricted competition, at prices that govern- 
mental agency never did and never can approach. 

If the Bureau of Housing had adopted the plan 
suggested by Messrs. Garland, Thorpe, Macomber 
and Monteverde, every one a realter and expert in 
practical industrial housing, well built Government 
homes would have gone up with a rapidity in keep- 
ing with the way we of this country do things. 

The plan was very simple; merely as a war meas- 
ure to release materials to the local builders and to 
supply building loans through local banks, thus 
availing of plans characteristic of each locality. Al 
construction, rents and sales were to be conducted 
by local talent under Government supervision. 

This plan being rejected and the so-called up-lift 
plan of England and Germany being in part adopted 
as an undefined policy, the next step of the theorist 
was to start creating separate “ideal villages’’. 
These theorists are able magazine writers and won- 
derful in getting up Government publications with 
their names engraved on each plate showing “archi- 
tectural gems” that were never built as designed. 

When one realizes that “ideal villages’? meant 
separate communities, requiring additional streets, 
sewer, water, light, sidewalk, grading and ma- 
cadam, in fact millions of tons of materials to add 
to the congestion of the already over-burdened 
railroads of a country at war, and the employment 
of additional thousands of men for the purpose of 
installing these utilities when labor was so scarce, 
you can readily understand why the realters at 
the Housing Corporation took the positive position 
against the architectural and “town planning” di- 
visions of the bureau, that this procedure should 
not be continued. 

Upon appeal to the Secretary of Labor, it was 
soon decided that existing utilities should be used 
whenever available. As a result, homes for the 
industrial war workers were located in select sec- 
tions away from the “works”, but where previ- 
ously installed transportation systems, schools, 
churches, amusements and underground utilities 
were to be found, and the creating of separate 
villages, where workmen and their families were to 
be isolated under so-called zsthetic surroundings 
were discontinued.

Tapestry 


Around Arras, in Flanders, circles forever the 
charm of pure beauty and stately majesty, although 
to-day the place itself is a dismal wreck. It is 
stated in a recent New Orleans paper that beauty 
and the charm of Arras lies in the one word “Tap- 
estry.” The first tapestries in Europe were made 
by Flemings, and made in Arras. Indeed, so noted 
were the weaves of Arras that the word itself be- 
came a synonym for “Tapesty.” Shakespeare uses 
this in Hamlet, as when “Hamlet stabs Polonius 
behind the Arras,” meaning the great curtain, or 
tapesty, hung in royal apartments. 

The art of tapesty-making was first introduced 
into England in 1620, and introduced by William 
Sheldon. He established looms at Mortlake. 
Now, “tapesty” is the art of painting by the 
weaving of colored threads intertwined on lines 
stretched vertically (high-warp tapesty) or hori- 
zontally (low-warp) which become one web, com- 
bining lines and tones. 

The skillful tapesty weaver is himself an artist; 
he interprets and he creates designs, called car- 
toons, which are the soul of his work. Tapestry- 
weaving was known to the ancients, to the Egyp- 
tians, and to Grecian women. Tapestries figure in 
Holy Writ. They were so costly that they could 
only be owned by kings. 

The Saracens, or Arabs, who founded an Art, a 
Religion, and an Empire, introduced tapesty into 
Europe. The largest and most complete tapestry- 
weavings are the great textile pictures, or storied 
wall-hangings, of the fifteenth and sixteenth cen- 
turies, made in Arras and Brussels. The 
on tapestries ranged, in subject, from the 
myths and gods to the doings of kings 
Scriptural subjects and lives of the saints. 

When the Spanish persecutions overflowed the 
Netherlands and Arras, tapestry-weaving was 
driven into France, where the Grand Monarque, 
Louis IV., a lover of splendor and patron of the 
arts, immediately purchased the house of Jean Gobe- 
lin, 1622 A. D., who was a genius in weaving, and 
the king turned the house into a factory, in which 
tapestries for the adornment of palaces should be 
made. Thus, the great name was born, from the 
name of their maker, for the noblest tapestries in 
the world—the Gobelins. 

One century earlier, in 1519, the Pope Leo X paid 
from the Vatican Exchequer, one thousand pounds 
each for the ten cartoons to Raphael, to be copied 
into a tapesty. 

Spain today owns the incomparable collection of 
Arras Tapestries, thus Arras is immortal, for her 
heroes and her art.

Late Happenings and Comment in the Fields of Architecture

Pleas for Upholding of Sanctity of 
Contract with Labor Unions 


Cuicaco, ILt., Sept. 20.—There will be no peace in the 
building industry in Chicago until a contract with a labor 
union has the same sanctity as a business contract, says 
the August bulletin of the Illinois Society of Architects. 

The operation of the so-called uniform agreement be- 
tween the various contractors’ associations and the labor 
union has proved to be utterly valueless. As a well- 
developed plan for increasing the power and influence of 
the union business agents it has proved a huge success. 
Had its provisions been as carefully observed by the trades 
unions as it was by the other party to the contract all would 
have been well, but what is ever true with all labor unions, 
as unions, has been particularly true with the building 
trades in Chicago. Agreements entered into in good faith 
have been ignored and broken. 

Is it not time that the public should be advised that the 
building trades unions in Chicago are not democratic 
organizations but more autocratic in their organizations 
and operations than any similar bodies on earth? 

The unions are controlled absolutely by their business 
agents, and it is common knowledge to all interested in 
building operations that the organization and operation 
of the building trades unions in Chicago has but one real 
object—the enrichment of those controlling the various 
unions. If our courts of justice operated with the same 
speed and degree of fairness as is the rule in England, 
perhaps the majority of those now controlling the labor 
situation in Chicago would be pounding rock at Joliet. 

Contractors and owners are as much to blame for this 
situation as those guilty of demanding and accepting graft. 
Obviously when graft is exacted someone must pay it. 
This sort of thing must be done away with once and for 
all if we are to have any stable conditions in the building 
industry. 

The settlement of the jurisdictional disputes between 
the various unions is of more importance than any wage 
question. One well-known speculator recently told the 
editor that on all of his work he always set aside 10 per 
cent of the cost of his buildings to keep things square with 
the business agents. He said finally conditions got so bad 
that he had to cease building operations entirely; that he 
could not afford to be continually held up, and therefore 
has entirely abandoned the building business. 

If the contractors and material men who have recently 
been arrested at the behest of the carpenters’ union would 
retaliate by having every business agent of every union 
arrested and prosecuted for criminal conspiracy who has 
been guilty of demanding graft and of calling jurisdictional 
strikes, the public would begin to realize what is the 
matter with building operations in Chicago. 

Also, why should not civil suits for damages be instituted 
against these same business agents, who in many cases are 
reputed to have amassed in a few years independent 
fortunes out of their savings of a weekly wage of about 
$50.00 ? 

On the day we go to press inquiries from those in a 


position to know would indicate that all of the conferences 
held since the lockout have been fruitless and that to-day 
the unions and the bosses are farther apart than they 
were on the day of the lockout. 

It is evident that the record of the lockout in 1900, 
which lasted thirteen months, may even be equaled in the 
present crisis. 

When the present situation is clarified it might even 
develop that Chicago will for some time after peace is 
declared be an open town, as economic laws which can- 
not be repealed are always at work, and if the operation 
of these laws may be predicted from history, it will not 
be many months before there will come economic read- 
justments so far reaching that every building mechanic 
will be glad to accept any wage offered. Had the building 
mechanics in Chicago any conception of these economic 
laws, instead of striking and doing everything possible 
to prevent the construction of buildings NOW, they would 
have united in a campaign to boost Chicago and have 
reaped some of the benefits of the present high prices 
before the inevitable reaction which must come is upon us, 
but evidently they are of the belief that a “soup kitchen” 
is preferable to a well-filled larder, and if the present 
difficulty is not adjusted very shortly they will realize 
that nine-tenths of a loaf is better than no bread at all. 


Building Policies of Congress Shown 
to be Inconsistent 


Wasuinoton, D. C., Sept. 22.—Congress is very incon- 
sistent in its building policies. The House Committee on 
Public Buildings and Grounds has been instrumental in 
holding up a governmental construction program involv- 
ing the expenditure of approximately $70,000,000. The 
delay is based upon the belief of certain committeemen 
that the price of building materials will recede. This 
Committee now proposes to authorize the erection of a 
new House office building to care for the needs of their 
fellow legislators. 

The proposed building will cost $4,000,coo, The design 
will be similar to the present House office building. As 
the Supervising Architect of the Treasury Department 
has not been asked to prepare any plans it is evident that 
private architects will be called in. At least this policy 
was adopted in the erection of the present structure which 
was completed in 1905 and dedicated by the late Theodore 
Roosevelt as President. The building cost $4,085,463. The 
membership of the House was increased after the I910 
census and the quarters became crowded. 

A new apportionment will follow the 1920 census and 
additional rooms will be required. The selection of many 
new committees makes it necessary to provide adequate 
committee rooms. The building will be erected on the 
site east of the present building and south of the Congres- 
sional Library. Mr. Langley introduced a bill last week 
providing for the purchase of the land. It is also pro- 
posed to erect an archives building to store the files and 
documents that now crowd the rooms of the Capitol.

Foreign Delegates to Attend Trade 
Conference 


Wasuinocton, D. C., Sept. 22—No better evidence could 
be offered of the importance attached to the International 
Trade Conference at Atlantic City, September 3oth, than 
is found in the personnel of the delegations that are com- 
ing from Great Britain, France, Italy and Belgium. This 
response to the invitations of the United States Chamber 
of Commerce, extended with the approval of our Govern- 
ment, together with the hearty co-operation manifested by 
our own business men and bankers, assures a gathering of 
minds and men whose deliberations will aid greatly in the 
understanding of the international trade problems now 
urgently requiring solution. 


Makes Optimistic Building Report 


Cuicaco, Int., Sept. 1&—According to a report just issued 
by the Federal Reserve Bank of this district, business is 
going forward on high gear, retail stocks are fast being 
depleted. and jobbers cannot get goods enough to supply 
the trade. 

“But for labor and the building material shortage busi- 
ness would be enormous,” says the report. ‘Advanced 
prices make no difference. All stocks are admittedly very 
low. This is partly due to the efforts of jobbers to protect 
their customers against possible slumps, partly due to the 
shortage of freight cars, and partly to the desire of the 
people to spend their money as fast as possible. Retail 
conditions are described as healthy, but there is complaint 
on account of the large amount of money needed to do 
business.” 

The report also goes into detail concerning the question- 
naire, covering the Seventh Federal Reserve District and 
including all the great branches of industry. It sets forth 
that there is considerable complaint about decreased effi- 
ciency of workers, not merely because of shorter hours, 
but because of the letting down of interest in work and a 
growing desire to live for amusement, self-indulgence and 
luxury. 

“The labor crisis, which giving general alarm a 
fortnight seems to have passed,” says the report. 
“The one dark cloud now visible overhangs the steel and 
iron industry. In view of the great difficulty now attend- 
ing foreign trade operations, any interruption in the oper- 
ation of steel plants would be of more than ordinary mo- 
ment.” 

Architects and buiiders in this city are interested in an 
announcement that a community housing project involving 
the expenditure of from $12,900,000 to $15,000,000 will 
result from one of the biggest transactions ever made in 
real estaté in the Calumet district for subdivision pur- 
poses. Deeds conveying the property to the Indiana Homes 
Company, composed of Inland Steel interests, call for the 
building of 2,000 homes and an addition to the city of 
Indiana Harbor of 8,000 to 10,000 people. 
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Bill Proposes to End Housing 
Corporation 


Dissolution of the United States Housing Corporation 
is proposed in a bill recently reported in the House of 
Representatives. Its abolishment is advocated on the 
ground that it was created as a war-time measure, and 
Chairman Langley of the Public Buildings Committee 
finds ample justification for its abolishment. 

Although the United States Housing Corporation is 
considered a temporary organization, Chairman Langley 
asserts that it is being perfected on a permanent basis, 
that personnel is even now being augmented, and that 
salaries have been unnecessarily advanced. 

Should the Housing Corporation be dissolved, the build- 
ings that have been constructed by it, and which are now 
under its jurisdiction, would be sold by the Secretary of 
the Treasury under the terms of the present bill. 

Another bill has been drafted providing for a Bureau 
of Housing and Living Conditions, in the Department of 
Labor. .The proposed bureau would aid the Housing 
Corporation to bring its work to completion, and then 
would take over all the plans, data and reports of the 
corporation, as well as those of the Housing and Trans- 
portation Division of the Emergency Fleet Corporation. 


Construction Active in Philippines 


The Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce issues 
the following: 

A great deal of cement will be required in the Philip- 
pines at Manila, if the buildings now projected are con- 
structed. Several cement plants are in operation, and the 
Insular government intends to erect another. There are 
abundant deposits of lime and clay, but the high price of 
coal reduces profits. 

Machinery is being bought in the United States for a 
concentrator for use in extracting the copper ore of the 
Mountain Province. Large quantities of this ore have 
long been known to exist, but the cost of transportation 
to tidewater has been prohibitive. The natives also wash 
considerable gold from neighboring deposits. 


Contractors Seek to Eliminate Abuses 


An effort is being made by the General Contractors 
Association of San Francisco to eliminate some of the 
undesirable practices which have crept into the contracting 
business, such as procuring bids merely for information, 
changing the method of doing the work after bids have 
been taken, refiguring to bring in new competitors and 
asking an unreasonable number of bids on alternative 
propositions. 

Registration rules have been adopted by the association 
providing for the manner in which bids shall be taken 
and governing the members in submitting them. These 
rules require that the owner, architect or agent calling for 
bids must decide at the outset whether the work is to be 
done by general contract, segregated contracts or on a per- 
centage basis. and he will then be expected to conform to 
his original decision. Contractors must submit bids to 
the secretary of the association in duplicate, one for record 
in the office, the original bids to be delivered by the secre- 
tary to the person asking for them and opened and read 
in the presence of the secretary and as many of the bid- 
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ders as may be present. No bids other than those sub- 
mitted by the secretary shall be considered. No job may 
be refigured except by the original bidders and then only 
when substantial changes have been made in the plans or 
specifications. 

Members are prohibited from registering bids for any 
job when not requested to do so, but they are not pro- 
hibited from legitimately soliciting an opportunity to figure 
work. Contractors asked to estimate work to be done on 
a percentage basis are protected by requiring contractors 
asked to figure work to first ascertain from the secretary 
whether the job is clear. Contractors are also required 
to protect bids secured from specialty contractors and 
prices obtained from material men. Not more than three 
alternative figures may be submitted on any job and unit 
prices may be given only for excavating, pile driving, con- 
crete foundations and steel tonnage. After a job has been 
started the method of doing the work shall not be changed 
unless the joint arbitration board finds a change advisabie. 


National Safety Council 


A remarkably ambitious and comprehensive program has 
been arranged for the Eighth Annual Safety Congress to 
be held at the Hotel Statler, Cleveland, Ohio, Oct. 1-4, 
inclusive. Lectures and discussions have been arranged 
to cover the most important branches of industry. They 
include a construction section, where six speakers will 
each devote an hour to the subject of safety in this field, 
all to be followed by open criticism and comment. Other 
large groups represented are for the benefit of metal- 
workers, woodworkers, chemists, cement people, railroad 
workers, electrical employees, public utilities interests and 
general health service and public safety. 

Every working hour in the four days will, it would 
seem, be crowded with activity. A safety exhibit is to be 
shown which is described as most pretentious and elabo- 
rate.

Severe Labor Shortage Felt in the 
Lumber Industry 


Cuicaco, ILt., Sept. 22.—The shortage and inefficiency of 
labor is everywhere felt in the lumber industry. Not only 
strikes in the mills and camps themselves, but unsettled 
transportation facilities caused by threatened railroad 
strikes and other labor difficulties are potent causes of low 
lumber production. Labor is scarce in many sections, and, 
worse than this, producers say it is almost impossible to 
get men to turn out as much work to-day as they did a 
year or two ago. 

In some quarters it is a rare thing for a number of 
men to remain in one mill for a long period. Dissatis- 
faction over the merest trifle is taken as an excuse for 
quitting, and the employer is helpless. Because of these 
labor difficulties and other high costs of production, some 
mills are not very active, and this, at a time when greater 
production is everywhere urged and needed, is a deplorable 
fact. In some southern sections the labor situation is re- 
ported as easing up, but the class of labor is practically 
nowhere as good as it was before the war. Men who 
left the lumber mills and camps for the army are not 
returning to their places on demobilization in as great 
numbers as was hoped for and expected. 
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Urges Return to Careful Buying 


WasuHincton, D. C., Sept. 22—People in many parts 
of the United States are virtually in league with the 
profiteers, according to William Mather Lewis, director 
of the Savings Division of the Treasury Department, who 
has just returned after visiting the various Federal Re- 
serve Districts. 

‘A veritable orgy of extravagant buying is going on,” 
he said. “The reaction from the careful use of money 
during war-time is widespread and disturbing. Retailers 
are securing goods from jobbers without arguing about 
prices, if they can only be assured of immediate delivery. 
They know their customers will scramble for the goods, 
regardless of cost. Thus, with an abnormal demand and 
a limited output, nothing else can be expected than high 
prices. It is a natural, though deplorable, consequence 
that profiteers abound. 

“The people must return to the policy of careful buy- 
ing and regular saving if they wish to help the situation. 

The Treasury Department, in order to combat this arti- 
ficial situation, is intensifying and speeding up its thrift 
campaign. Statements on the principles of finance and the 
laws of investment and budgetry are being brought to 
workers in factories; to farmers; to business and profes- 
sional men, and members of women’s organizations by 
means of printed publicity and the spoken word. A nation- 
wide attack upon swindlers who are persuading people to 
dispose of their Liberty Bonds and War Savings Stamps 
is also being inaugurated. 

“Throughout New England savings and thrift organiza- 
tions already are exerting their combined efforts to combat 
increased cost of the necessities of life. Saving directors 
and hundreds of officers of Savings Societies are to King 
the lead in disseminating information as to fair prices. 

“In their communities they are aiding the determination 
and publication of fair 


prices and in curbing unjust 
profits. They are following the plan of campaign recently 


outlined by Governor W. P. C. Harding of the Federal 
Reserve Board to promote regular and efficient work to 
increase production and insure reasonable economies to 
devote that production to necessities rather than extrava- 
gances or luxuries.” 


Cleaning Los Angeles Streets by 
the Vacuum Process 


The use of vacuum cleaners has practically eliminated 
flushing of paved streets in Los Angeles, Cal., according 
to the last annual report of Mr. A. C. Hansen, city engi- 
neer, which gives the following particulars of this method 
of street cleaning: During the year ending June 30, 1918, 
four vacuum cleaning machines were employed, working 
two shifts of eight hours each under the supervision of 
two city inspectors. The city paid 10% cents per 1000 
square yards cleaned, the contractor furnishing and main- 
taining the equipment with a driver. The four machines 
clean approximately 1,500,000 square yards of pavement 
each day of two shifts. These machines have a vacuum 
suction apparatus, with a rotary fan operated by an inde- 
pendent motor mounted on a 2'%4-3%-ton truck. Each 
machine is equipped with a speed recordograf that regis- 
ters the speed traveled during any portion of the day. 
the distance traveled, and the time during which no work 
is being done, whether standing in the garage or on the 
shift. As the speed at which these machines are operated 
is an important factor in the quality of work produced, 
the contract is conditioned for a speed not to exceed 4% 
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miles per hour, and as the recordografs register the miles 
traveled during each shift they operate (within certain 
limits) as a check upon the speed maintained while clean- 
ing a street, and on the area claimed to have been swept. 
Each machine is given a certain group of streets for each 
shift during the week. No machine is allowed to work 
on streets not on the particular route to which it is as- 
signed except by authority of the city foreman in charge 
of the work. Within certain limits these routes are suf- 
ficiently flexible to meet the unforeseen change in con- 
ditions that may arise. 


Carves Perfect Image of Self 


The most remarkable wood workman in the world is 
Hananuma Masakichi, of Tokio, Japan, who has carved a 
figure in wood so like himself that when the two are 
placed side by side it is said to be almost impossible to 
tell which lives and breathes and which not. By 
several connoisseurs in art this wooden figure has been 
pronounced the most perfect and human image of man 
ever made. Masakichi has faithfully reproduced every 
scar, vein and wrinkle to be seen on his body. The figure 
is composed of 2000 pieces of wood, dovetailed and jointed 
with such skill that no seams can be detected. 

Tiny holes were drilled for the reception of hairs, and 
the wooden figure has glass eyes and eyelashes in which 
no dissimilarity to Masakichi’s own can be detected. 

The Japanese artist posed between two mirrors while 
modeling this figure, and for some time after its comple- 
tion he posed frequently beside it, to the confusion of 
spectators, who were often entirely at a loss as to which 
was the artist. The figure stands with a little mask in 
one hand and an instrument for carving in the other; 
the lifelike eyes are apparently gazing at the mask, and 
the face wears a look of intense absorption. 
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Milwaukee to Bring Art Home to 
the People 


Dudley Crafts Watson, director of the Milwaukee Art 
Institute, is making preparations for a series of popular 
art demonstrations in the Fine Arts department of the 
State Fair during fair week. 

“Many people think they do not care for art because 
they find it difficult to understand and they haven’t time, 
they think, to study it, but art is for every-day folks and 
I will show them that it is,” said Mr. Watson, speaking 
of his series of popular talks on art to be given in an out- 
door gallery on the fair grounds. 

Maurice I. Flagg, in charge of the Fine Arts depart- 
ment at the fair, selected Mr. Watson as an interpreter 
of the Boris Anisfeld collection of paintings, which is to 
be the attraction of the art department. 

Mr. Watson is to make eight gallery tours each day and 
will explain the new art of Anisfeld and bring out the 
subtle meanings of the canvases so that residents of rural 
sections, who think art is not for them, will be as much 
interested as the connoisseur who is up on everything in 
the art world. 

During the war Mr. Watson was an instructor and 
popular entertainer on art at the Great Lakes Naval Train- 
ing Station. He taught 20,000 Jackies how to draw and 
paint, and soon had them sending illustrated letters home. 

At the fair Mr. Watson will divide his time between the 
gallery talks on the Anisfeld canvases and his outdoor 
gallery demonstrations intended to popularize art. 
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Historic Site of Equitable Building 
in New York 


The land on Manhattan Island on which the Equitable 
building stands, and the territory around and about it, is 
of sacred memory so far as early American history is con- 
cerned, states the Equitable City. Just across the way on 
Broadway was Burns’ coffee house, where the Revolution 
really started. Here was erected at a later date the City 
hotel, the scene of many memorable functions during the 
early days of the republic. 

On the northeast corner of Nassau and Cedar 
is a bronze tablet which reads as follows:

At which time the post office moved to the present federal 
building in City Hall park. 

On the site of the present subtreasury, at Pine, Nassau 
and Wall streets, a new city hall was erected in 1699. In 
front of the building was a cage for criminals, with whip- 
ping post and stocks—but not the kind of stocks they sell 
there now. When independence was declared the building 
became the capitol and was called Federal hall. Here the 
Declaration of Independence was read from the steps in 
1776, and here also Washington was inaugurated first 
president of the United States in 1779. 

The wide strip of pavement on the west side of Nassau 
street in front of the Trust building bears evi- 
dence of the former existence of Federal hall. The latter 
extended across Nassau street to the building line of the

street and so closed the thoroughfare that a passageway 
was established around the building in order that pedes- 
trians might more readily go to Nassau street. When the 
subtreasury was built in 1836 on the site of Federal hall, 
Nassau street was opened to Wall street, and the little 
passageway was left and forms the sidewalk of to-day. 


A Famous Fountain 


After night has set in upon the Schwarzenbergplatz in 
picturesque Vienna, hundreds of enthusiastic tourists were 
wont to throng about the place to hear a well trained out- 
door band peal forth strains of classic music and to gaze 
upon the wonders of its glorious fountain, states an en- 
thusiastic writer in the New York Sun. 

Before the palace of Prince Schwarzenberg is the cele- 
brated “lumineuse” fountain, lighted by twenty-seven hid- 
den reflectors, containing a total power of 270 million 
candles. The bowl is tremendous in and sprays of 
water ascend in every color and shade imaginable, built 
within each other in circular form. The outer part, for 
example, will be crimson red, while the extreme inner 
center sends forth a brilliant ray of gold, and each few 
seconds the former changes to a fainter tint, going grad- 
ually from the original hue to garnet, ruby and lastly light 
red. Meanwhile, with the gold section running into bronze 
and yellow, a sudden outburst of dark green emerges from 
another spot, blending its spray to an apple, olive and 
finally nile shade, with the beautiful contrast of a deep

blue at its side, this also changing from navy to its more 
delicate colors. 

Little springlets of quickly revertible brown, pink and 
orange play together, and link each other, dropping back 
into the large pool in an entirely different tone, namely, 
violet. Immediately on top of this, heliotrope and pale 
lavender bounce up, and so they go on, always illuminating 
the tiny drops differently upon their descent. 

With all these marvelous interplays of every existing 
hue, perhaps the greatest splendor of the scene lies in the 
fact that each radiance of dew takes turns at shooting up 
the highest and often one must cast his glance to a con- 
siderable height when gazing upon the tallest little bubble. 


Famous Painting Stolen

Commuting and Rents 


The announcement of the Long Island Railroad that its 
summer service would be continued until October 15 this 
year is referred to by the Brooklyn Eagle as interesting 
not merely because it shows the growing prosperity of 
many Long Island towns, but because it reveals a way of 
escape from the housing shortage and the resulting high 
rents in the city. Commuting has been much heavier this 
year than ever before, forty-five thousand books having 
been sold in July, an increase of nearly nine thousand over 
the heaviest month last year and almost double the number 
six years ago. Continuing, the Eagle states: 

Commuting was growing in favor steadily before the 
war, as the transportation improved and suburban villages 
learned to offer more of the conveniences of city living 
along with country air and the sense of freedom which 
came from the possession of a lawn and a garden. The 
tendency was healthful and under its stimulus owners of 
country real estate overbuilt in the same way that city 
builders did, although not to the same extent. Now they 
are to get their reward. Improved railroad service has 
made their cottages available for all the year round use at 
a time when the city has found no adequate relief for its 
shortage on apartments. To meet that condition, the Long 
Island Road expects to run more trains through the winter 
than it has ever found necessary. 

Under this pressure people may be driven to pass the 
winter in the country who would very much prefer a city 
apartment if they could find’one. If the weather should 
be like that of last winter they will find the experiment 
much less burdensome than they imagine, while, if the 
extreme cold of two years ago is repeated, they will suffer 
considerable inconvenience. Even at the worst, however, 
they will find their condition much more comfortable than 
it would be in Berlin. There the housing shortage has 
left 2,000 homeless families, and an appeal to householders 
having more room than they need to take in strangers has 
brought so little relief that the authorities are considering 
billeting the homeless among the families having spare 
rooms. We shall not come to that pass here, because the 
possibilities of suburban living will relieve the slow prog- 
ress we are making in building new apartment houses in 
the city. 
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Collective Thinking by Architects 
and Public 


What we need, states Carl F. Gould, head of Department 
of Architecture, University of Washington, in an address 
before the Washington State Chapter, American Institute 
of Architects, is, first of all, more collective thinking, both 
on the part of the architect and on the part of the public, 
and until we do think more nearly alike it is doubtful 
whether we will make progress towards a permanent archi- 
tecture. | am sure I perceive protest, protest against 
uniformity—it has been our slogan above all to be orig- 
inal. The public says, build me a house, I don’t care what 
or how, the only condition I make is, it shall have abso- 
lutely no semblance to its neighbors. Any suburban street 
in any American town is evidence of this fact. A hetero- 
geneous assortment of every period and type, and the 
whole commonplace, misfit, sterile and terrifying in its 
ugliness. 

The newer .ducation shows tendencies toward a more 
rational and greater uniformity of method. It does not 
discard historic precedent; it brings into the foreground 
the great masterpieces of the past for inspiration; it 
analyzes them in terms of the then existing conditions, 
but above all it teaches us to solve our present-day prob- 
lems into terms of practical requirements, conditions of 
construction, materials, locality and climate. It remains 
for our educational process to be willing to search our 
greater universal tendencies and develop our thought in 
their direction. However much we older men may be 
able to adjust our thinking process to the newer order, for 
the newer order is coming as certain as day follows dawn, 
we can never do so with the agility of the embryonic 
architect or the student who is now getting his ground 
work established. Our schools of architecture should 
be the most fertile preparatory field for the mold in which 
he eventually must find a niche. We can only hesitatingly 
forecast what this mold will be, and prepare imperfectly 
our courses of instruction for the boys who contemplate 
pursuing them. 

The two great conflicting points previously expressed, 
the following of historic precedent with such close ser- 
vility as to create misfits; or the utter ignoring of prece- 
dent and creation of sterile riot of individuality. No 
architect's education could, we believe, be considered com- 
plete without an intelligent understanding of historic 
styles, without being able to interpret the subtle fineness 
of the Greek, the sumptuous dignity of the Roman, or 
the austere aspiring quality of the medievalist. The stu- 
dent’s problems will by no means close at this point. He 
must be taught the processes of analyzing a problem accu- 
rately in terms of its conditions; be able to reduce the 
complex into its component elements, sense the essentials 
of a problem, place them in their relative order with 
equal skill, whether the plan of a workman’s cottage, an 
industrial plant or a courthouse. All the while his thoughts 
must be shot through with an awakened sense of relative 
truth in form of proportion. This sense of pure beauty 
to be attained variously by drawing from life, modeling in 
clay, exercises in color, and by the abstract study of form 
or esthetics. 

In this analysis of instruction we cannot omit the study 
of mathematics and of construction, the necessity of which 
is well recognized. Just as the figure of a man fully 
clothed is his flesh and blood, full of action and joy in 
living is only possible if the bone framework is sound, 
so a knowledge of the framework of art or structure of 
its members must be thoroughly attained. 
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Reduced Lumber Cut for 1918 Due 
to Economic Conditions 


Wasuincton, D. C., Sept. 22—The Forest Service in 
its recent report of the lumber cut in the United States 
in 1918, computes the total cut to be about 32 billion feet, 
based on the assumed operation of 22,546 mills. This 
1918 cut is 11 per cent smaller than the computed produc- 
tion in 1917. The reduced output in 1918 is traceable to 
the unusual economic conditions everywhere prevailing, 
including high cost of production, a minimum of con- 
struction work aside from war demands, the diminution 
of the export trade, etc. Oregon and Washington are the 
only important lumber sections that show an increase in 
cut in 1918, and the per cent of this section is only two 
per cent. A smaller output by about 20 per cent is re- 
ported for the yellow pine group of states, a decrease of 
19 per cent in the North Carolina pine group and of 9 
per cent in the Lake states. 

The years 1907 and 1906, out of the past fifteen, show 
the highest estimated total cut of lumber, approximating 
46,000,000 feet each of these two years. In 1916 about 
40,000,000 feet was cut and in 1917 about 36,000,000.

Building Material Men Active in 
Effort to End Chicago Lockout 


Cuicaco, ILt., Sept. 22.—Building material men of this 
city, suffering heavy losses because of the tie-up and long 
cessation of all construction activities, are taking a hand 
in the wage controversy in an effort to end the lockout 
and strike before it is too late to continue with outdoor 
work this Edward Hines, of the Edward Hines 
Lumber Co., is chairman of an arbitration committee of 
the building material dealers, the members of which have 
been meeting with the employers and union representatives 
for several days. It is understood that those in the con- 
ferences are considering a proposal to call off the tie-up 
and leave the settlement of the wage issue to a commission 
of six representative citizens 

Business men are beginning to believe that it is time 
for radical action to bring about some settlement which 
will allow a resumption of work and prevent further 
financial losses, both in wages to the workers and a large 
amount of construction work abandoned at the time of the 
lockout. It is said that a settlement will mean a demand 
for practically all materials which will absorb the stocks 
of the material yards in exceptionally heavy volume. In 
all sections of the city buildings have been started, and 
contractors will suffer heavy losses unless this work can 
be gotten under cover before the cold weather season. It 
has been announced that with the exception of the car- 
penters, the union men are not only anxious, but willing, 
to go back to work and leave settlement of the wage con- 
troversy either to an umpire or commission. 

In the meantime, reports all indicate that building 
activities throughout the Middle West, during August, 
show an increase for the same period of the five 
previous to IQIQ.

The building contracts awarded during the month of 
August, 1919, in the territory north of the Ohio and east 
of the Missouri rivers, according to statistics, amounted to 
$267,261,000. This figure, although 13 per cent under the 
total for July, 1919, indicates an increase in building 
activity of 63 per cent over the average for August of the 
five years previous to I9QI9. 

The August figures bring the total amount of contract 
awarded during the first eight months of 1919 up to 
$1,565,480,000, which is a greater amount than has been 
recorded for the same period of any previous year. This 
figure is 40 per cent in excess of the average figure for 
the first eight months of the five years previous to 1919, 
if figures for those years be estimated in terms of I9I19 
building costs. 

The figures for contract awards up to Sept. 1 indicate 
a banner year in building operations. The crest of the 
curve was passed in July, but delays in operations, due to 
labor troubles, shortage of materials in certain localities, 
and other causes have occurred. Consequently, it ap- 
pears likely that actual construction has yet to reach its 
maximum volume and that the building season will be 
necessarily prolonged as far toward the close of the year 
as weather conditions will permit. 


The wage controversies have spread to other cities 
throughout Illinois. During the week, 1,500 union car- 
penters in Rock Island, Moline and Davenport walked out, 
following a refusal of a majority of the contractors to 
increase the wage scale from 75 to 80 cents an hour. In 
consequence building operations in the three cities are 
practically at a standstill. An idea of the result of Chi- 
cago’s tie-up may be seen in the records in the city building 
department. During the week ending Sept. 6, a total of 22 
permits were issued for buildings to cost $275,700, as com- 
pared with 54 permits for work to cost $736,700 the corre- 
sponding week last year. 

George M. Reynolds, president of the Continental & 
Commercial National Bank, returned from the East during 
the week. He said, among other things: 

“I found, among Eastern banking interests, a hopeful 
state of mind. Developments in the labor situation have, 
within the last week, indicated a change of attitude on the 
part of leaders. President Wilson may be able to effect a 
strike truce for three months, and if he should, time wil! 
have been given for adjustments and a better appreciation 
by labor interests of the difficulty of raising wages and 
keeping down, at the same time, the high cost of living. 

“There is a good demand for money. Our loans are 
rather high, but I see nothing to suggest an uncomfortable 


money situation.” 


Prices to Export Buying 


D. C., Sept. 22—The cost of living, for- 
eign exchange, foreign trade, and foreign financing prob- 
lems are discussed in a statement issued tonight by the 
Federal Reserve Board, in which the board again rejects 
the idea that the excessive volume of our currency is the 
cause of prevalent high prices. 

While thus disposing of the currency as the cause of 
rising prices, the board does not overlook the important 
influence exerted by credit expansion, pointing out that the 
expansion of credit has been a considerable factor in our 
financial and price situation, and one which still calls for 
correction by the process of increasing production and sav- 
ing, and by the investment of savings in Government 
bonds. 

“The most recent data available,” said the board’s state- 
ment, “show that for the year ending June 30, 1919, total 
deposit liabilities in national banks increased by the amount 
of $1,902,356,000, or from $14,021,009,000 to $13,924,865,000, 
and that loans and discounts increased by the amount of 
$954,436.000, or from $0,620,402,000 to $10,574,838,000. The 
increase in deposits, therefore, exceeded the increase in 
loans and discounts by the amount of $948,920,000, or close 
to 100 per cent. The rate of increase in deposits for the 
year was 13.6 per cent, as against 9.92 per cent for loans 
and discounts. 

“A substantial portion of the increase in deposits must, 
therefore be accounted for otherwise than by an increase 
in the commercial loan account of the banks. The signifi- 
cant change in their resources is found in their invest- 
ments in Government and Treasury certificates.

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These increased $1,055,127,000, or from $2,116,775,000 to 
$3,171,912,000, an increase of 49.8 per cent. It thus appears 
that the increase of deposits is to a considerable extent to 
be regarded as a pure credit expansion not called for by 
increased industrial activity, but occasioned by the use of 
the banks’ credit for Government financing. It shows once 
more how much care and discrimination must be used in 
interpreting decreases in banks’ deposits and banks’ re- 
sources, in times like the present and the recent past, 
when conditions in the financial world have been so highly 
abnormal.” 

The gravity of the economic and financial situation in 
which Europe was left by the war is emphasized by the 
board. 


Labor Tieup in Philadelphia 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 22—The housing situation in 
this city, which has already caused so much hardship, has 
been still further complicated by the strike of the brick- 
layers, who demand $3 a day increase in wages, in viola- 
tion, it is charged, of a wage agreement which does not 


expire until May 1, 1920. Several organizations of master 
builders took strong stands in supporting the Mason 
Builders’ Association, which has flatly refused to grant 
the big increase demanded. , 

The action most directly affecting the people of the city 
was taken by the Philadelphia Operative Builders’ Asso- 
ciation which, at a meeting in the Adelphia Hotel, decided 
to stop work on all operations tonight because of the strike 
of the bricklayers in violation of their wage agreement. 
These builders now have under way about 1,000 new 
houses, the need for which is keenly felt by the people of 
the city. 


Building Materials Scarce in China 


Building materials, such as bricks, tiles, lumber and lime, 
are reported to be exceedingly scarce in Hankow, China, 
at the present time. The conditions among the laboring 
classes, in provinces producing these materials, have greatly 
curtailed the production. 

The Malay peninsula is now supplying more than two- 
thirds of the world’s tin. 





Peril of Lessened Production Must Be Recognized 
While Country Believes Building Operations Should Not Be Delayed, Two Forces, 
Dissatisfied Labor and Demand for Artificial Price Standards, Are Working 
in Opposition to Construction on a’ Big Scale 


FTER months of waiting for conditions in general to 

become settled and for the price of building materials 
to become stabilized, architects and builders have decided 
that only through increased production on the part of 
manufacturers can prices be kept from showing still fur- 
ther advances. 

While the country seems to believe that there is noth- 
ing to be gained by delaying building opreations any 
longer, it cannot be denied that there are two forces work- 
ing hard in opposition to this tendency. They are dis- 
satisfied labor and the demand for artificial price stand- 
ards. But even with these conditions, the building boom 
is a most hopeful sign, for it represents the faith which 
business has in the nation. 

There can be no gainsaying the fact, however, that 
the immediate need is for increased production. With 
decreased working hours this is impossible. Labor unions 
are making a great mistake in asking both higher wages 
and shorter hours. The laboring man is sure to be the 
sufferer in the long run, for he has now started to burn 
the candle at both ends. Labor must be warned of the 
danger of shorter hours and the consequent lessened pro- 
duction. 

Possibly the history of recent strikes, particularly that 
on the Interborough Rapid Transit lines in New York 
City, which died aborning, indicates that labor is beginning 
to realize that it may carry its demands for increased 
wages beyond a point where a patient and long-suffering 
public will docilely submit. 

As a means of bringing about a better understanding 
between employer and employee rapid strides are benig 
made in various sections of the country by what are termed 
community councils. By intelligent cooperation, by get- 
ting all classes together as one solution of the problem, is 
helping to do away with suspicion and distrust. 


In order to produce and distribute the largest possible 
volume of commodities, whether viewed from an economic 
or financial viewpoint, the remedy for the present situa- 
tion is the same, there must be more regular and efficient 
work and absolutely no shortening of hours. Efforts are 
being made by many societies to cut down extravagant 
buying, for America must both work and save. There are 
many ways to work but only one to save. In many sec- 
tions of the country the question of price is almost wholly 
disregarded, so great is the demand for commodities. 

While building conditions are not necessarily a safe 
gauge of prosperity, they come near being the safest meas- 
ure we have. At present, the whole trend is toward great 
industrial expansion, based partly on the quickened busi- 
ness life of the country and part of what seems to be 
the fulfillment of Gladstone’s prediction that some day the 
United States would achieve the commercial supremacy 
of the world. . 

It is estimated that building and engineering projects 
costing $1,500,000,000 were contracted for during the first 
seven months of this year. The chief activity is in the 
territory east of the Mississippi river and north of the 
Ohio, where, according to the estimate of one large engi- 
neering company, contracts for work valued at $1,298,228,- 
o00 have been let so far this year. This territory com- 
prises industrial America, and the increase in building 
contracts may be regarded as a fair basis for estimating 
the trend of industrial opinion as to the immediate future 
of the country. 

Last year was a record building year, not of dwellings, 
but of war industries and government buildings. But the 
building statistics for the first seven months of 1919 show 
that the 1910 record for the corresponding year has been 
exceeded by 20 per cent., a rate of increase which prom- 
ises to create for 1919 a record year.

Wide Demand for Building Materials 
Causes Activity in Many Lines 


HILE there has been a slight recession from the 

enormous building activity of June, due to numer- 
ous strikes in many sections and the general spirit of labor 
unrest which has developed, there is a marked increase in 
industrial activity which has created a wide demand for 
construction materials of almost every description. The 
demand for lumber at the present time is far in excess of 
the supply. Lumber prices are the highest ever known. 
Manufacturers in many instances are unable to accept the 
business offered because of depleted stocks. 

Manufacturers and wholesalers for the most part agree 
that there is liberal buying, not only on the part of dealers, 
but also by the general public. With the close of the war 
there has come an era of spending, with too little regard 
for the price. To this may be largely attributed the 
steadily increasing trend of values. It is this continuation 
of demand—the demand pent-up during the war because of 
Governmental restrictions—together with a shortage of 
supply, also due to the war, that is making a rising market. 
Even if there were not a new price level, the prices of the 
most ordinary commodities would remain high, and in 
many cases increase, due to the economic situation sur- 
rounding their production and sale. As a result there 
would be a tendency toward an increase on the rest of the 
commodities in order to eliminate price discrepancies, and 
this of itself would force a new price level. 

Generally speaking, 76 per cent of the cost of production 
of articles in common use may be attributed to wages. 
This explains why the most important reason for the 
general increase in prices and for the maintenance of high 
prices is the higher wage scale. 

The union wage scale in the New York City building 
trades shows an increase of from 13 to 69 per cent from 
July, 1915, to August, 1919, an average increase of about 39 
per cent. Building materials increased from 71 to 240 per 
cent in the same period. This increase is reflected to the 
same extent in other sections of the country.

Residences and Apartments Lead in 
Detroit 


Detroit, Micu., Sept. 22.—Residents and apartments 
held an important position in the new work reported from 
offices of architects during the week. 

Among the more important items were a brick apart- 
ment of- 31 suites; a 10-story structure to house 200 fam- 
ilies, and a number of smaller projects, including a variety 
of stores and flats.

The contracts 
awarded covered a large field and included some good- 
sized jobs. 


Building Prices Go Up in Iowa 


Des Moines, Iowa, Sept. 22.—(Special.)—Building prices 
in Des Moines are going up every day. 

In the last week they have jumped 30 per cent. One 
house being built here, which was to have cost $10,000, 
will run over $19,000. Contractors who a week ago 
estimated building cost at $35 a cubic foot, now put their 
estimate at $50. Shortage of materials and labor is said 
to be the cause. 


Chicago Carpenters Go to Detroit 


Cuicaco, Itt, Sept. 22.—This city is halted at the begin- 
ning of a $125,000,000 building program by a carpenters’ 
strike. They have been offered 92% cents an hour. In 
Detroit carpenters are being paid 80 cents an hour, or-$1 
a day less. Yet Chicago carpenters are refusing this $1 
in Chicago. and scurrying to Detroit to work for less and 
pay more for living.

The Quantity Survey, The Nelson Form, The Kelley System 


HE wide-spread interest which has_ been 
aroused in “Payment for Estimating” among 
general contractors in some sections of the country 
and the methods which have been adopted in many 
cities to establish such a policy, have been recently 
called to the attention of the Committee on Methods 
of the Associated General Contractors of America. 
An investigation of the facts discloses much of 
interest to all architects, engineers and contractors. 
Since the Nelson Plan, described on page 432, was 
conceived, other plans which contemplate payment 
for estimating have been proposed and put into 
operation. One of these which has received some 
attention, particularly in the Middle West, is the 
so-called Kelley Plan. This is a plan owned and 
controlled by “The National Contractors’ Associa- 
tion, Inc.,”” a private corporation operated for profit 
which acts (1) as organizer in keeping contractors 
in line as regards charging for estimates on a par- 
ticular project and (2) as agent for all contractors 
bidding on a project in pooling and dividing the 
amount charged for estimating. 

The plan derives its name from J. J. Kelley, 
President and chief stockholder of the “Associa- 
tion.” The chief elements of the plan are briefly as 
follows: A definite schedule of charges for esti- 
mating the cost of projects valued at from $2,000 
to $1,000,000 or over has been established by Mr. 
Kelley. A contractor, party to the plan, submit- 
ting an estimate on a job, adds to his original esti- 
mate a sum equal to as many times the cost of 
estimating that job (as indicated by the schedule) 
as there are contractors party to the plan bidding 
on the job. Ordinarily, however, no contractor 
adds this amount to his bid unless all contractors 
bidding agree to do so. After the contract has 
been awarded and the job has progressed to a 
reasonable stage of completion, the successful con- 
tractor pays the total amount which he has added 
to his estimate to the local agent of the ‘“Asso-

ciation.” The agent divides that amount equally 
among the bidders, except 15%, half of which 
goes to the local agent and half to the “Association” 
as commissions. Contractors, party to the plan, 
must be “members” of the national “Association.” 
Membership dues were originally $10 for life; re- 
cently it has been announced that membership is 
free to any contractor, general contractor, or sub- 
contractor, who will agree to adopt the schedule 
announced by the ‘Association,’ add the proper 
amount to each estimate to which the plan is ap- 
plied, and “divide up” with the unsuccessful bid- 
ders if he is awarded the contract. 

For example: Ten contractors, members of the 
* Association,” are bidding on a project approximat- 
ing $75,000 to build. The average cost of estimat- 
ing such a job has been set at $125. Each of the 
ten bidders then estimates the job in his own way 
and adds $1,250 to his bid or ten times $125. After 
the contract has been awarded and the job has 
progressed to a reasonable stage of completion the 
successful bidder pays $1,250 to the local agent of 
the “Association.” The agent gives each of the 
ten bidders $106.25, keeps $93.75 himself and pays 
$93.75 to Mr. Kelley, of the national “Association.” 

A further example of what this may amount to 
can be seen from the following figures given by 
Mr. Kelley as the results of one week’s estimating 
among 19 “Association” members in Toledo from 
March 16, 1918, to March 23, 1918.

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In favor of the Kelley system are urged most of 
the arguments advanced in favor of any plan pro- 
viding payment for estimating, especially that the 
owner thereby pays for estimates on his job only, 
that he can have just as many estimates as he is 
willing to pay for, and that the contractor thereby 
gets a fair fee for his professional services. In 
contrast to the Nelson Form it has been urged by 
Mr. Kelley that his system encourages competition 
which tends to reduce ultimate building costs 10 
per cent. An investigation of the operation of 
the system in one city in the Middle West brought 
out the information that whereas formerly five 
contractors was the average bidding on work, since 
the Kelley system has been adopted, the average is 
nearer twenty, a large increase. 

On the other hand this very fact is urged against 
this particular system, and it is further stated that 
it encourages unscrupulous and irresponsible men 
to enter the field with the purpose of receiving 
sufficient bidding money to make a considerable 
profit on estimating without really contracting at 
all. Various elements in the Kelley system make 
this conclusion appear inevitable. 

First, the contractor’s fee for estimating is part 
of his bid on the job, which he controls and pays 
himself, rather than a separate fee paid by the 
owner for his services in estimating. This makes 
it possible for contractors to agree among them- 
without the consent of the owner or the 
architect, to add to their bids a sum equal to the 
cost of estimating. So long as this is possible there 
is bound to exist a tendency to do so secretly and to 
“let in” on the job as many as are desired or “the 
traffic will bear.” With this possible, there is 
nothing to prevent an unscrupulous contractor from 
making a rough guess, high enough to insure his 
bid being rejected, add on the cost of estimating, 
and receive a share in the payment for estimating. 
It is no case to state that the system is designed to 
be operated in co-operation with the architect and 
with the full approval of the owner, who would 
eliminate such a possibility; for despite the good 
intentions of the originator and the honesty of most 
contractors, the actual facts show that the 
falls down seriously at just this point. 

Investigation in cities where the Kelley 
is in operation shows that while the number of bid- 
ders increases on some jobs because the architect is 
willing to pay for estimates, frequently it increases 
because he is unaware that he is being charged for 
the bids. A local agent in one city recently stated 
that the system did not work on a particular job 
where the owner took bids directly, as the contrac- 
tors then had no means of finding out who was 
bidding in order to line everybody up, and appar- 


selves

ently did not care to inform the owner of the plan. 
In another instance where two of the announced 
bidders on a public contract failed to submit 
bids, their share of the total cost of estimating in- 
stead of being returned to the state was divided 
among the remaining bidders showing clearly that 
the charge for estimating was being made without 
the knowledge of the engineer in charge, or else in 
collusion with him to the detriment of the state. 
Where such secrecy is possible, excessive bidding 
by irresponsible contractors is also possible, and the 
whole system is thus brought into disrepute. This 
is the fundamental weakness of the Kelley system. 

Other minor elements contribute to establish this 
fundamental weakness. According to the system, 
all or none of the bidders on a project must be 
party to the plan unless undue advantage is given 
those who do not include a charge for estimating in 
their bids. This makes it essential to employ a 
middleman, whose business it is to “line up” all the 
bidders on a project. The commission of this agent 
increases directly as the number of bidders increase. 
No matter how honest therefore may be the princi- 
ples on which the plan is based, it is to the agent’s 
advantage to increase the number of bidders, either 
as a party to the plan to charge for estimating 
secretly or in collusion with the owner’s representa- 
tive. Not only the possibility, but the actual ex- 
istence of practices of this sort again bring the 
entire plan into disrepute. 

In answer to these objections it is urged that the 
co-operation of the architect and the approval of the 
owner, if sought and gained in each instance, will 
remove all chance of excessive bidding. True; but it 
will also remove to a great extent all need for a 
middleman at a fancy commission. If recognition 
of the right to charge a fee for estimating is made 
by the architect or the owner, there is no reason for 
including the fee in the bid. If it is not included 
in the bid on the contract, it will not affect the 
total estimate, and hence it will no longer be neces- 
sary for all or none of the contractors to agree to 
charge for estimating. Thus will be removed the 
necessity for a middleman as organizer. If a fee is 
paid each contractor for estimating, there will be no 
necessity for the contractors to form a pool from 
which their payment may be made. Thus will be re- 
moved any necessity for a middleman as broker. 
Except, therefore, to educate small and irresponsible 
contractors in good business methods, there will be 
no need of special agents to make payment for esti- 
mating possible, once architects, owners and con- 
tractors see that it is desirable. Then if a system 
can be developed with the proper checks and bal- 
ances, its adoption will be a matter of good business 
for all concerned. 
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To date only the Nelson Form has proposed 
anything that would make the plan applicable to 
public work which involves a reconciliation of the 
principle of free and open competition with pay- 
ment for all estimates. If applied under the Kelley 
system, it must be applied secretly as noted above, 
or else the state would acknowledge no limit to the 
amount it would pay for estimates on any project. 
This is one of the most important and difficult 
problems involved in the whole situation, and one 
which deserves particular attention. 

Another important consideration is the extension 
of the principle to the sub-contractors on a project 
where the general contractor submits the final esti- 
mate. Here again the Nelson Form is particularly 
interesting and in contrast with the Kelly system. 

General contractors in an effort to reduce their 
overhead costs have been asking: If an owner is 
willing to pay for plans and specifications in order 
that he may see how his ideas work out on paper, 
why should he not also pay contractors for the bene- 
fit of their experience and efforts in determining 
what it would cost to transfer these ideas on paper 
into a concrete structure? Since “the owner re- 
serves the right to reject any and all bids,” con- 
tractors frequently submit bids where the work does 
not proceed, and where no remuneration is thus 
paid anyone for the expense of bidding. On the 
other hand, while it is true that the cost of estimat- 
ing is a legitimate overhead expense, it is likewise 
true that modern business methods teach the segre- 
gation of general overhead expense as closely as 
possible and charge as many items as possible di- 
rectly against the account where they belong. 
Applied to the expense of estimating, this means 
that each job should bear its full share of such cost. 

With these views in mind the Committee on 
Methods presents the following questions to archi- 
tects, engineers, contractors and all others in- 
terested, with the desire of securing as much adivce 
as possible in formulating their conclusions on this 
problem. 

1. Is estimating a service for which a fee should 
be charged, regardless of who gets the contract? 

2. Is it fair to have owners of jobs undertaken 
pay costs of estimate (a) on projects which are not 
constructed, or (b) on jobs that his successful con- 
tractor has figured for other owners? 
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3. If selected architects are each paid for archi- 
tectural competition, would a similar plan work for 
payment of bidding by selected contractors? 

4. If this plan is not universally adopted, will 
not architects select contractors who do not endorse 
it to save these bidding fees, and thus possibly 
eliminate the chances of the latter on such work? 

5. Should payments for bidding be based on the 
lowest bid submitted, if work is not awarded; on the 
accepted bid if awarded; or on what basis? 

6. If payment for bidding is appropriate and 
possible for building work, is it also feasible for rail- 
road work or industrial work let on the unit price 
basis? 

7. Should bids submitted be so itemized as to 
permit the owners to trade on same to competitors 
and thus take possible undue advantage ? 

8. How many alternates should be included in 
bids submitted under a plan of payment for estimat- 
ing? 

g. Should bids be opened publicly ? 

10. Should payments for bidding be made only 
when all bids are rejected ? 

11. Should not cubic feet and square feet esti- 
mates be included for payment, as competitors other- 
wise might work out detailed estimates first and 
then convert same into above units? 

12. What provision should be made for re-figur- 
ing altered plans? 

13. How will each contractor know that an- 
other contractor is charging and insisting upon 
payment of his fee? Is it essential? 

14. If this plan is proper for general contract- 
ors, shall general contractors extend the same prac- 
tice to their sub-contractors? How? 

15. Will publication of a plan in current tech- 
nical periodicals bring satisfactory answers; should 
the letter ballot plan be adopted among responsible 
contractors; how should a plan be put into 
operation ? 

16. Is this plan of duplicate 
really the most economical for the industry, or 
should one quantity surveyor be employed by the 
owner and no charge for pricing such survey then 
be made by the contractors? 

17. What plan do you believe the Associated 
General Contractors of America should advocate for 
the best service to the public?

The Case Against Payment for Estimating* 


ONTRACTORS are becoming restless. They 
€; are seeking relief from conditions that are 
recognized as unfavorable, and the very fact of the 
creation of a national organization shows that they 
are beginning to reason about the causes of discon- 
tent and study how to improve matters. 

One measure of relief proposed is the demand 
for payment for estimating. Another receiving con- 
siderable attention is the introduction of the quantity 
surveyor to supply uniform quantities as the basis 
of all bids. Before discussing them it will be well 
to consider some of the fundamental economic 
features of construction in this connection. 

It is the building owner that eventually pays for 
all expense. The overhead expense of architects and 
contractors which cover miscellaneous expense of 
all sorts on projects that do not eventuate in con- 
tracts for them is collected on the jobs for which 
they do receive contracts. Building owners, there- 
fore, pay indirectly for all estimating and quantity 
expense whether aware of it or not. 

Again, there should be a sharp distinction drawn 
between estimating expense and quantity expense. 
As used in this report, estimating expense wil] m@an 
the expense of determining labor and material 
prices and everything else that enters into pricing up 
quantities of work to be done, except the expense 
for the preparation of quantities. This is 
sidered as distinct from estimating expense. 

Estimating is a part of a contractor’s work that 
by no method can be satisfactorily delegated to any 
outsider. No method of payment for it can in any 
way relieve him of the necessity of doing it for 
himself and for assuming full responsibility for the 
prices he offers for doing the various kinds of work 
required under any contract. There is undoubtedly 
considerable confusion among contractors in discuss- 
ing payment for estimating due to its close relation 
to quantity preparation, and by many it is considered 
as covering both matters. 


con- 


There can be no escape 
from estimating expense; but there are ways which 
will be explained to minimize quantity expense in a 
very desirable and satisfactory manner. 

There is a sad misconception or disregard of 
“overhead” on the part of many contractors. Some 
say, for example, that estimating expense comes out 
of “profit.” If a contractor does not know what 
percentage of his receipts goes to pay for rent, in- 
surance, interest, salaries for estimators, etc., or

doesn’t care to account for these items in his esti- 
mates as “overhead,” it is a matter far his choice 
and decision. But if he does not account for his 
“overhead” as a separate item in his bids, he should 
not complain if his so-called “profit” is reduced by 
the payment of such items. 

There must be competition. Anything permit- 
ting or leading to the development of a Building 
Trust will be disastrous to the interests of the ma- 
jority. On Cost Plus Work even there should be 
competition for a Percentage Contract among ac- 
ceptable builders to demonstrate their ability to give 
service. Service can only be measured ultimately in 
terms of cost. On the other hand, competition can 
only exist when uniform requirements are made the 
basis of competition. Anything else is speculation. 
Constructive ability and management should be the 
winning and determining factor. Until they are and 
until a generally accepted minimum percentage of 
profit is demanded by all, the contractor's existence 
will continue to be a stormy one. 

Anything that decreases a contractor’s “overhead” 
or allows him to figure “costs” more accurately, or 
gives him better opportunity to demonstrate his su- 
perior constructive and executive ability, without 
increasing cost to the building owner, is a good thing 
for both owner and contractor. 

Direct payment for estimating would not reduce 
a contractor’s expense for same. His overhead 
would not be reduced, for a contractor would not be 
furnished anything that would reduce his labor or 
lessen his responsibility. It would simply change 
the method of reimbursement and shift the burden 
of expense. Contractors that properly treat “over- 
head” as something separate from “profit” know 
that they collect in “overhead” all of their estimat- 
ing expense from the jobs they win. The building 
owner that gives them a contract pays for the 
estimating on his own job and on an average for 
about fifteen or twenty others that his contractor 
has bid on and lost, or which did not go ahead. 

This may seem a hardship to building owners, 
but looked at from this standpoint, it is not a hard- 
ship to contractors. There are, however, many rea- 
sons why estimating expense cannot be satisfactorily 
paid for job by job with any hope of the building 
owner reaping any benefit financially or otherwise. 

In other business, estimating expense or pricing 
is recovered as an overhead item. Take for example 
the simple transaction of buying the winter’s supply 
of coal. .A coal dealer doesn’t charge a separate fee 
for giving a price for coal delivered at your resi- 
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dence. He has computed the cost to unload and 
store the coal. He knows what it costs on an aver- 
age to haul coal within the radius of his district. 
You don’t expect him to figure out a price for you 
at so much per ton-mile for delivery at your door 
and to pay him for making the estimate. No; when 
you ask a price for a definite amount of coal you 
expect him to name his price. What it costs him to 
figure a price you are not interested in. If he set an 
estimating charge you couldn't tell whether it was 
fair or not. You wouldn't care to be bothered with 
separate payments and wouldn’t expect that it would 
result in any economy to you if the coal dealers 
adopted such a cumbersome practice. 

This example of the coal transaction should point 
out an important difference in the contracting busi- 
ness. Quantity data is furnished to the coal dealer 
and he names his price. In contracting, bidders 
have been doing both the quantity work and the 
pricing or estimating work. The coal dealer as- 
sumes no responsibility as to the amount of coal 
required. It is your responsibility to order enough 
to keep you warm during the winter. Contractors, 
however, have been assuming responsibility for all 
their quantity work when making bids. 

There are many obstacles in the way of collect- 
ing estimating expense job by job. Who is going to 
determine the proper estimating fee for various 
classes and sizes of jobs? A uniform rate would 
not apply to all jobs or to all contractors. 

Who is going to pay the fee, the owner, the 
architect, or will it be collected and paid through a 
broker acting for the bidders? If paid by the 
owner or architect, he will expect all bidders to 
meet the lowest fee accepted by any bidder. Con- 
tractors intent on bidding won't hesitate to bid on 
that account. They will add the difference to their 
bids if the fee paid seems too small. That would 
put matters back where they are now. If collected 
and paid through a broker acting for the bidders, 
unless the sanction of the architect and owner is 
obtained, an injustice is done the owner. If the 
owner must pay he should know to whom he is 
paying estimating fees and how many. He will be 
interested to know what it is costing him. 

How are the sub-contractors to receive separate 
payment for their estimating expense? If it is good 
for the general contractor, it ought to be extended 
to the “Subs.” If a fee large enough to reimburse 
the “Subs” is paid to the general contractor, what 
assurance is there that it will be fairly divided 
among the “Subs”? On the other hand might not 
the “Subs” victimize the general contractor by col- 
lecting their full allowance from each and all of 
the general contractors to whom they tended a bid 
for any job? How can this be adjusted? 


What effect would it have on competition? It 
would stifle competition. An owner would choose 
to pay for a minimum number of estimates. It 
would foster the formation of a Building Trust 
which could be applied to for all estimates. That, 
it is useless to say, would not benefit the majority of 
contractors, nor would it aid the public. 

How would an architect or owner know what 
group of contractors to pay for estimates? They 
know that some contractors will consider their job 
attractive and be really desirous of competing for it, 
but how can they know whom they are? Any con- 
tractor can put a price on a job with very little labor 
which would guarantee a fine profit and some might 
be tempted to do so if paid $200 or $500 or more for 
the few hours’ labor required to make the estimate. 
3ut will that satisfy a building owner or an archi- 
tect? Is it good business? Assuredly no. 

If competition is kept open, what will prevent 
anyone from going into the business of making esti- 
mates based on cubage or some other short-cut 
method and collecting the estimating fee? 

Contractors would continually know of jobs that 
they would like to bid upon, but had not been offered 
an estimating charge for doing so. Do you think 
that would stop them from bidding or would stop 
an architect or owner from considering their bids if 
they were responsible parties? Most certainly not; 
and if an owner could get good bids without sep- 
arate payment for estimating expense do you think 
he will pay for others that would be no better? 

The contradictory situation would arise where a 
contractor that wanted to figure a job would beg for 
the opportunity and at the same time demand to be 
paid for the privilege. 

True estimating expense separated and not con- 
fused with quantity expense is a small matter. It is 
better left as an item of overhead. Estimating can- 
not be delegated to an outsider. It is too personal, 
and comprehends the assumption of risks and re- 
sponsibility based on experience and judgment. 
Consequently, leave it in overhead along with rent, 
interest, bad bills, etc. There is no more reason for 
separating estimating on buildings than there is to 
separate the coal dealer’s estimating expense from 
the price of a ton of coal. 

It is true that contractors cannot under prevail- 
ing methods give a price for building as simply as 
a dealer can for coal. He must first find out what 
is going into a building. That involves the matter 
of quantity expense and the risks carried therewith. 
An analysis of that part of a contractor’s work will 
develop the real reason for the demand and agita- 
tion for relief and dispel some of the confusion that 
exists. This will be treated in another report to be 
published at an early date.

The Case for Payment for Estimating* 


STIMATING costs and establishing prices is an 
EK overhead expense involved in any merchandis- 
ing, but the cost of doing so is generally nominal if 
not insignificant and can be justifiably distributed. 
The cost of figuring or estimating work to be per- 
formed in accordance with special specifications to 
meet each case, however, differs materially from es- 
tablishing a price on each of a thousand hats all 
made from the same material and from the same 
pattern. The Nelson Form for Choosing Bidders 
and Awarding Contracts has therefore been sug- 
gested to meet special conditions; to more justly 
distribute the cost of competition and estimating, 
and to make each project bear its own proportion 
of the cost which is just. 

It is submitted with the thought that there are 
three main factors entering into the relations be- 
tween the purchaser and the seller, viz.: 

1—Quantity and Quality of Materials. 

2—Character of Labor and Personal Service. 
3—Price to be Paid for Both. 

The first factor can be determined and somewhat 
definitely set forth in the form of plans and speci- 
fications to be furnished by the purchaser to the 
seller, upon which the seller can base his price. 

The character of the labor and personal service 
rendered by the seller or expected by the buyer 
varies as much as human nature varies and cannot 
be so definitely or exactly set forth. 

The Price, or third factor, can be based definitely 
upon the materials, but must necessarily vary upon 
the Personal Service, depending upon the value 
placed upon it by either the seller or the buyer; 
therefore 

The purchaser should be allowed to exercise his 
recognized personal liberty in choosing the party 
with whom he wishes to enter into a contract ; basing 
his choice upon price, his own confidence in the 
seller, his own judgment of the seller’s qualifications 
or experience necessary to render the service he 
wants, or any other factor that he may himself con- 
sider most important. 


*Excerpts from a statement submitted to the Committee 
on Methods by H. W. Nelson, Moline, Illinois. (Copyright 
1916, by H. W. Nelson.) 

Mr. Nelson is president of “Moline Heat” and author 
of “The Nelson Form for Choosing Bidders and Awarding 
Contracts.” Although not a contractor, Mr. Nelson has 
for a great many years been identified with contractors 
and architects in the matter of letting contracts. Believing 
that the present method of letting contracts, particularly 
on public work, is entirely wrong—unfair to the public as 
well as to the contractors—he developed the plan here de- 
scribed. This plan has received some attention, but has 
never been put into operation on a large scale. 


And when the purchaser desires competition to 
enable him to make comparisons or.decisions based 
upon a combination of all three factors, competition 
which involves labor and expense on the part of the 
seller, then the purchaser shall purchase that compe- 
tition at a fair and just price, just as he purchases 
anything else. 

Under the Nelson Form for Choosing Bidders and 
Awarding Contracts, it is the intent: 

First—That the buyer may have just as much 
fair competition as he wishes to pay a reasonable 
and fair price for; that he, alone desires the benefit 
of competition, and that no one buyer should pay 
for competition received by another—an abuse that 
exists under present methods. 

Second—That when and after the buyer has 
chosen his competition in a fair, unprejudiced man- 
ner, and has further paid a just and reasonable price 
for said competition, he shall be under no moral or 
other obligation to the bidders; that he may make 
his own decision based upon his own opinion of the 
qualifications of the bidder or the bidder's price, or 
a comparison of both. 

Third—That the buyer may, as he chooses, select 
a limited or large number of bidders. If the work 
is of a private nature, he may wish to choose a very 
limited number, if he wants competition at all. If 
the work is of a public character, he may necessarily 
wish to give every qualified public citizen bidder an 
opportunity to compete, but without the necessity of 
paying more for the competition than he may con- 
sider the competition is worth. 

Fourth—If, the work be of a public nature, the 
buyer may have good reasons for first selecting a 
limited number of bidders because of their residence 
near the work to be done, or because they may be 
familiar with or may have had previous experience 
with the work, or for sundry justifiable reasons. 

Fifth—That when the buyer, in case of public 
work, has then chosen his preferred bidders, he may 
give every other public citizen who is qualified to bid 
an opportunity to compete by chance or lot for con- 
sideration as a bidder, limiting the number to be 
chosen in accordance with the value of the competi- 
tion to him. 

Sixth—That the bidder shall in no way be con- 
sidered as an engineer, but solely in the light of a 
bidder and contractor capable of doing work in ac- 
cordance with complete plans and specifications ; and 
that, therefore, in every case where bidders are ex- 
pected to bid in competition, they, the bidders, shall 
be furnished by the buyer with plans, specifications, 
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drawings and instructions covering the work to be 
performed as completely and specifically as commer- 
cially possible, with sufficient details to enable a bid- 
der to fully understand what he is expected to figure 
and bid upon. 

Seventh—That if a buyer cannot or will not pro- 
vide complete detailed plans and specifications for 
the work, but wants estimates, measurements, fig- 
ures or advice of a professional nature then he, the 
buyer, shall consider such work in the light of a 
professional service, and it shall not be considered 
proper, fair or just to ask for competitive price bids, 
but that the charges for such professional service 
shall be left solely and strictly for adjustment be- 
tween the buyer and seller either before or after 
the work is done. Approximate estimates shall not 
be considered binding upon either party involved. 

That under no circumstances shall the amount 
of a competitive bid be altered or the intent of the 
bid be changed so as to equivalently alter the 
amount, after the bid has been submitted and before 
the contract has been let. 

That no reductions or additions shall be made 
in bids for the purpose of meeting lower bids or be- 
cause of proposed changes in plans and specifica- 
tions. That under such proposals by the buyer, 
either new bids based upon new plans and specifica- 
tions shall be asked and paid for—or—the contract 
shall be let and mutually satisfactory arrangements 
then made between the buyer and seller. That what 
is now known as “shopping” or “peddling” bids 
shall be discountenanced by both buyer and seller. 

Such a system would place the expense of esti- 
mating where it belongs, i. e., as an expense against 
the job for which it is incurred. It would place the 
owner or architect under obligation to no one. He 
could, with fairness to all, let the contract to whom- 
ever he chose. The contractor could thus eliminate 
much more of the “gamble” in bidding, which would 
in turn benefit the material dealer and manufac- 
turer, the bonding company and the banker. The 
fact that owners and architects could choose their 
contractors as they saw fit without obligating them- 
selves to choose the lowest bidder should not oper- 
ate to increase graft or unfair discrimination. 
Crooked building committees or architects are the 
exception and very far from the rule, and there 
would not be any occasion for private owners to 
select contractors except on merit. Let the best 
man win, everything considered, not price only. 
At any rate the possibilities for graft under such a 
system are not as great a menace to contracts as 
the evils of present day competition and wasteful 
estimating. 

The “Nelson Form for Choosing Bidders and 
Awarding Contracts” should not be construed as 


conflicting with the “Quantity System” or “Unit 
Systems.”” The Nelson Form should be equally as 
just and fair if used in connection with the “Quan- 
tity System” as without. 

The only way in which the “Quantity System” 
could affect the Nelson Form would be to reduce 
the bidder’s compensation, because some of his 
work and service would be absorbed by the “Sur- 
veyor,” and, of course, if the Quantities are 
guaranteed by the surveyor, it would more materi- 
ally reduce the bidder’s compensation, if not 
eliminate it. 

Many of the best, most successful, and responsi- 
ble contractors are opposed to “Quantity Systems” 
and “Unit Systems” for the reason that their uni- 
versal and complete use would place the sale of 
building material in the hands of manufacturers 
and jobbers and take it out of the contractor’s hands 
altogether: and therefore the contractor under such 
conditions would be reduced to a contractor of labor 
only, if indeed he could exist at all. And when it 
is understood that the handling of labor is generally 
fraught with more trouble and less profit than any- 
thing else in the contracting business, it can be 
readily understood why many of the good con- 
tractors say, that when that time comes, they will 
use their investments and ability in some other 
business bringing a more adequate return. 

Many architects are opposed to the “Quantity 
System” in this country at this time, because they 
think its use would delay the preparation of plans 
and specifications. They say that the American 
builder is inclined to wait until the very last minute 
before deciding to build; that he will plan and figure 
upon erecting his building for two years, then go 
to the architect and expect to move into the build- 
ing the next week. 

The architect rarely has half enough time to do 
his work and to do it as well as he wants to. 

They say that if a Quantity Survey were to be 
made of each set of building plans and specifica- 
tions, it must be nearly correct in every detail, and 
that the quantity estimator would require as much 
time as the architect to do his work right, and that 
altogether the time consumed between getting the 
commission for the architectural work and letting 
contracts would be two or three times as much 
time as the architect can get from his client. 

And again it is contended that “Quantity Esti- 
mating” is essentially a new profession and that it 
will be necessary to train men especially for that 
work; that while it may be possible to have the 
work done in the next few years in metropolitan 
cities, it will be many years before it can be ac- 
complished in more sparsely populated centers. 

The writer feels that from an ideal standpoint, 
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“Quantity Survey” is something to look forward 
to with earnest eagerness, and is progressive enough 
to feel that there is great hope. 

However it will take time to bring it into prac- 
tice, and when we have educated the public to appre- 
ciate that in the majority of times they get just what 
they pay for, and when we have converted the im- 
pulsive, impetuous, careless, “‘plan-nothing-ahead” 
present-day American builder into a safe, conserv- 
ative “plan-everything-ahead” builder, then we will 
have the more efficient, safe and sane method— 
“Quantity System” and the Quantity Estimator will 
be here. Then, perhaps, the present-day American 
contracting gambler’s successor will be the con- 
servative quantity engineer. And that is all the 
subject really amounts to. Reduce the gamble and 
do more engineering. For “Quantity Estimating” 
is a professional engineering service. 

In the meantime, during this generation, why 
not do everything we can to protect ourselves and 
the deserving present-day contractor from the un- 
scrupulous ones, by adopting a just method of 
competing which will not interfere with a higher 
and better class of engineering, such as the “Quan- 
tity System” will give. 

[ am also frequently asked the question, “How 
are you going to prevent contractors from evading 
the practice if it is established?” By educating the 
contractor to better business methods and by edu- 
cating the architects and owners for their own good 
to refuse to consider contractors 
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methods are not correct. Those who can’t be edu- 
cated can do no good anyway. How could you 
prevent a man from giving his clothes away if he 
were foolish enough to do it? But when consumers 
and their representatives learn that they are really 
paying less for competition and getting a better 
class of competition one way than another, they 
will soon adopt the former. It was a long time 
before the “one price to all” idea was adopted in 
selling merchandise. It came all at once and is 
now in almost universal use. Some merchants 
still dicker, but the better ones do not. Some con- 
tractors may bid without charging, but the better 
ones will not, when they understand the advantages 
of this plan to them. Some contractors would 
also like to see their competitors charge for 
bidding so that they themselves can offer to bid 
and figure free of charge. But such men harm 
themselves mostly. At least they or their practices 
are not the ones we should follow. 

I believe the only solution of the problem is to 
have a national association of some kind, which is 
not organized for personal profit, take hold of it. 
They could inaugurate a system whereby the local 
organizations could, through their secretaries, put 
the system in force and collect compensation. The 
national organization in this way could collect from 
each local organization a small percentage of the 
compensation and I believe thereby build up a very 
strong national organization financially and in that 
way could keep the contractors together. 





A New Method of Contract 
To Both Owner

'y it not obvious that anyone who lets a contract 
on the “‘cost-plus” basis places himself absolutely 
at the mercy of the contractor and the contractor's 
employees? It is true that the specifications often 
contain restrictions which tend to lessen the con- 
tractor’s power to take advantage of the client; but 
their enforcement would be very troublesome, and 
would generally involve litigation with its atten- 
dant delay and expense. 

Even if the contractor has every possible desire 
to expedite the work in the interest of the client, 
he cannot prevent his men from taking life easily 
and “soldiering” on the job. When they feel that 
their indolence or negligence will cost “the boss” 
nothing, but, on the contrary, will probably add to 
his profits, they cannot be induced to labor with

.the same amount of energy which they would em- 


ploy if they knew that upon their efforts depends 
his success or failure. 

Most people will acknowledge that the percent- 
age of truly conscientious contractors is not as 
large as one hundred, * * but how much smaller is 
that of truly conscientious workmen! I do not 
deny that there are workmen who always give a 
quid pro quo and who are upright and honorable 
in all their dealings; but, alas! they are sadly in 
the minority. Their number is so small that they 
are unable to induce their co-laborers to exert them- 
selves any more than they are compelled to, unless, 
perchance, they are paid by the job instead of by 
the day or hour. 

3y the way, when it is practicable, such a scheme 
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of paying the workmen is an improvement on that of 
time compensation, because it provides a great in- 
centive to effort; but, at the same time, it also 
serves as a strong temptation to scamp the work. 
With close supervision, however, and a strict en- 
forcement of the clause in the specifications relat- 
ing to the taking out and replacing of defectively 
built work, the employees soon learn, through the 
fines and penalties enforced by the contractor, that 
scamping does not pay, and that the old adage of 
honesty being the best policy is just as applicable 
now as it was when first enunciated. 

So much from the client’s point of view, and now 
let us discuss the question from that of the con- 
tractor. In the days of hard times when con- 
tractors are willing to take work at low figures, and 
even below cost, in order to keep their force 
together, the public in general, especially as rep- 
resented by companies and municipalities, are prone 
to take advantage of them by insisting that 
work be let by the lump sum, and by throwing upon 
the unfortunate “successful bidder” not only the 
risk of loss from rising prices of materials and labor 
and from unforeseen contingencies but also, in many 
cases, from excess of quantities above those given 
in the specifications. This is accomplished by in- 
serting in the latter a most unjust clause compelling 
each bidder to verify for himself both the quantities 
stated and the character of the conditions described. 
The bidders, hungry for work, accept this clause 
without comment, but with the mental reservation 
that, in case of hard luck, they will, by some means 
or other, obtain extra compensation, even if they 
have to carry the controversy into the courts. 

In nineteen cases out of twenty it is unjust to 
bidders to ask them to name a lump-sum compen- 
sation for doing work, unless provision be made 
for a variation in the quantities of materials upon 
which they tender. If provision be arranged for 
such variation, the method of letting is no longer 
that of the “lump sum,” but reduces to a modifica- 
tion of that of “unit prices.” 

The latter method is certainly the more logical, 
and yet it is far from being entirely fair to the 
contractor; because, while it provides against loss 
through excess in quantities of materials, it leaves 
him open to the possibility of still greater loss 
through changing prices, onerous unanticipated 
conditions, and disastrous happenings beyond his 
control. 

The client is the proper party to assume the 
principal risks inherent to the work, provided that 
the adverse happenings be really unavoidable by 
the contractor, and that the latter take every rea- 
sonable precaution against disaster or loss. 

From the preceding it is evident that the “cost- 
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plus,” the “lump-sum,” and the “unit-price’’ meth- 
ods of letting contracts are not only faulty but also 
unjust to one or other of the two parties to the 
agreement; consequently, the question arises—‘“is 
there not some metho which will be just and 
fair to both?” That question, I claim, can truly 
be answered in the affirmative; and I shall now 
proceed to explain such a method in complete 
detail. 

Let the specifications, which should invariably be 
drafted by an architect or engineer who is acknowl- 
edged to be an expert in the class of work covered 
in the proposed contract, be complete and thorough 
in every detail, recording all that is known con- 
cerning the governing conditions; pointing out all 
features concerning which there is any uncertainty ; 
tabulating as accurately as possible the estimated 
quantities of all the materials that will probably 
enter the construction; providing a justly-drawn 
clause for unclassified work and the payment there- 
for; calling for each bidder to name a lump sum 
so much above his estimate of total cost that 
there is practically no danger of the actual cost 
exceeding it, which sum (after modification as 
hereinafter indicated) shall be the greatest that the 
client can be called upon to pay for the completed 
work; naming such properly-balanced unit prices 
for all the materials that, when they are applied to 
the quantities thereof given in the specifications, 
the sum of the several ensuing estimates of cost shall 
exactly equal the limit of cost set in the contract, 
which unit prices are to be adopted when com- 
puting the final payment for the entire work; 
providing a surety-company bond for the faithful 
performance of the work and guaranteeing the 
client against having to pay more than the limiting 
sum agreed upon (as finally modified) ; and adopt- 
ing the following method of profit sharing between 
the contractor and the client. 

An accurate estimate of cost of every detail of the 
work from start to finish is to be kept by the con- 
tractor and verified by an accountant in the employ 
of the client, so that the total profit on the job may 
be ascertained by deducting this total cost from the 
maximum figure named in the contractor’s tender 
and afterwards embodied in the contract (modified, 
however, as hereinafter described). This profit is 
to be shared between the contractor and the client 
as indicated in the profit diagram. It should be 
clearly understood that every direct and indirect 
expense to which the contractor is put in doing the 
work, after the contract is signed, is to be included 
in the cost—all overhead expenses of every kind, 
plant deterioration, traveling expenses, supervision, 
and salaries, excepting only that the contractor 
himself is not entitled to any salary. In the case 
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of a firm being the contractor, the head of that firm 
should receive no salary; but if any of the juniors 
devote their time exclusively to the job, it would be 
legitimate to allow them reasonable salaries, equiv- 
alent to what would have to be paid to regular 
assistants. All such matters, however, should be 
stipulated in the contract. 

In order to determine, after the entire job is 
finished, the amount due the contractor, the actual

quantities of materials recorded are to be multiplied 


by the unit prices named in the contract and to the 
sum of these is to be added the value of all un- 
classified work (usually denominated “extras’’) ; 
then from the sum is to be subtracted the lump 
sum named by the bidder and incorporated in the 
contract. The ratio which this difference (either 
a positive or a negative quantity) bears to the said 
lump sum named by the contractor in bidding is 
to be figured and adopted in the employment of 
the diagram of “corrective ratios,” page 437, for 
the said difference. 

There are two reasons for applying this cor- 
rective ratio. First: in the case where the actual 
quantities of materials exceed the estimated ones 
of the specifications, it would be hardly 
to the client to apply to the 
unit prices which produce his 
iting expenditure. Second: in the 
the actual quantities of materials 
than the estimated ones, it would be unjust to the 
contractor to use the high unit prices on the diminu- 
tion quantities, not only because of the great dif- 
ference between these and the unit actual 
but for the that the total overhead 
charges would be about the same for the estimated 
total quantities as for the diminished amounts. 

In the corrective-ratio diagram it will be noticed 
that, after the ratio of value difference (due to 
increase or diminution of quantities of materials) 
reaches 0.2, 
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the “corrective ratio’’ remains constant 
at 0.8, which corresponds approximately to actual 
cost conditions. The object of this is to provide 
that the contractor shall not be too much benefited 
by an abnormal increase in quantities, nor, on the 
other hand, shall he obtain too much advantage be- 
cause of an abnormal diminution thereof. 

To utilize the corrective-ratio diagram, look on 
the line of abscissae for the ratio of cost-difference, 
pass vertically upward to the curve (or right line, 
as the case may be), then horizontally to the ex- 
treme left vertical, which will indicate the corrective 
ratio required. Next multiply the previously com- 
puted difference by this corrective ratio and add 
the result to or subtract it from the limit stipulated 
in the contract. The result will be the corrected 
limit, from which must be subtracted the total. cost 
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so as to determine the amount of profit to be divided 
between the contractor and the client, as per the 
profit diagram. 

In order to show the modus operandi of this 
method of profit-sharing, let us assume the follow- 
ing case, in which the estimated quantities are 
exceeded.

The advantages of this method of contract-let- 
ting are as follows: First: While it is true that 
the client at the outset does not know exactly what 
the work is going to cost him, he is positive that it 
will not cost him more than a certain amount, pro- 
vided that his engineer’s estimates of quantities of 
materials is about right, as, generally speaking, it 
certainly ought to be. 

Second: The client has the satisfaction of feel- 
ing that, even if, in his opinion, the limit bid by the 
contractor is excessive, and that the profit on the 
job, in consequence, will be too large, the said 
profit will be shared between them on a fifty-fifty 
basis. 

Third: All the advantages of competitive bid- 
ding are retained by this method of tendering, be- 
cause all that a bidder has to do is to name a 
limiting lump-sum with certain unit-prices, and to 
make sure that the latter, when properly applied to 
the quantities of materials given in the specifica- 
tions, will produce a total value equal to the said 
limiting lump-sum. All bids will be upon exactly 
the same basis, no modification of the stipulated 
method of tendering being permitted, hence the 
selection of the bidder will be governed solely by 
the lowest lump-sum named, provided, of course, 
that the one tendering it possesses the necessary 
experience, capital, plant, and general reputation 
for doing good and satisfactory work. 

Fourth: The contractor, if he was not too keen 
in bidding, knows that there is almost no chance 
whatsoever of his losing money on the job, and that 
the harder and the more intelligently he works the 
greater will be his profit. 

Fifth: The division of total profit given in the 
profit diagram is eminently equitable, in that, when 
the amount is small, nearly all of it goes to the con- 
tractor, and, as it augments, a continually-increasing 
proportion of it goes to the client, up to the point 
where the total profit amounts to 20 per cent, after 





which the partition is on a fifty-fifty basis. This 
point was selected as being the one above which a 
contract is generally deemed by contractors to be 
good, slightly below which it is only fair, and much 
below which it is bad; for it corresponds to a net 
profit of 10 per cent. That is as small a margin as 
is generally deemed safe for any bidder to tender 
upon, and yet it constitutes a satisfactory profit on 
a finished job. As for limiting the client’s share 
of the profit to one-half—that is reasonable and 
just, because he would have no moral right to re- 
ceive more than his partner, the contractor. If the 
client’s share were allowed to increase beyond the 
point of equal division, it is conceivable that, with 
a very large prospectve total profit, the contractor 
could save money for himself by making the work 
more expensive. ? 

Sixth: The contractor will feel during the prog- 
ress of the construction that the client is a partner 
on the job, and that, therefore, he and his repre- 
sentative (architect or engineer) will not be likely 
to be unnecessarily severe in their requirements, also 
that they will permit the adoption of all legitimate 
expense-saving expedients, and will not demand too 
many frills on the finishing. 

Seventh: Owing to the justice and equity in- 
volved by this method of contract-letting and profit- 
sharing, all concerned in the execution of the work 
will labor whole-heartedly and good-naturedly, 
avoiding petty squabbles and disagreements of all 
kinds ; and the result will be earnest, honest effort. 
a satisfactory piece of construction, and the gen- 
eral contentment of both parties to the agreement. 
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lf this proposed method of contract-letting and 
profit-sharing be received with favor by engineers, 
architects, contractors and builders in general, it 
could easily be adopted as a standard for the coun- 
try by calling a small convention with a single 
representative from each of the leading technical 
and railroad societies, contracting organizations, 
and bankers’ associations, to discuss the advisability 
of adopting it (or else some slight modification of 
it) and to report the decision of the meeting to the 
said bodies for their approval. If any large group 
of clients, such as the railroad companies, were to 
adopt the method as standard and use it, very soon 
everybody having construction contracts to let 
would follow their example, thus making it the uni- 
versal standard of contract-letting for our country 
—nor would it be long before other American coun- 
tries would follow our lead, thus greatly simplifying 
our business relations with the various American 
Commonwealths. 

The method of contract letting set forth in the preceding article 
and developed by Dr. Waddell, one of this country’s foremost engi- 
neers, was first made public in his discussion of Ernest Wilder 
Clarke’s paper, “‘Contracts—A Comparison of Cost Plus with Other 


Forms,” presented at the September 3rd meeting of the American 
Society of C vil Engineers. In a letter to the Editor of Contrdcting, 


accompanying his article Dr. Waddell sets forth his views on the 
various methods of contract letting as follows: 

n accordance with the suggestion you made me over the tele- 
phone, I herewith send for publication in your valuable paper my 


personal views concerning the different methods of contract letting, 
including an ideal one that I have developed. Perhaps you or some 
1f your readers will deem the said views ultra-drastic; but I am ab- 
solutely confident concerning their correctness, for the experience 
f others, as well as my own, both lately and in times long past, has 
proved it. Nowadays it is the fashion, or rather the fad, to laud 
the “cost plus” method of contract letting and to harp on the injus- 
tion to the contractor of the “lump sum” basis or even of the old and 
thoroughly-tried system of “unit prices,” but as I have never allowed 
myself to be goyerned by what is fashionable, I am going to tell you 
exactly what | think, regardless of any adverse criticism that may be 
evoked. : 

I readily acknowledge that during war times, when the trend of 
the market for both materials and labor was rapidly upward, no 
contractor could have afforded to take work either for a lump sum 
1r by unit prices. Unfortunately, in order to bring the war to a 
successful conclusion, a vast amount of public work had to be done 
with the utmost despatch, irrespective of what the cost might be; 
hence the Government had no choice at all in the matter, and, con- 
sequently, it let many millions of dollars’ worth of contracts at 
“cost plus a percentage,” or “cost plus a lump sum.” If the true 
history of all such contracts were ever wr'tten and made public, the 


nation would stand aghast at the extravagance they involved: and 
those two methods of contract letting would receive the universal 
condemnation of all intelligent, disinterested persons. 


Engineering Summer Course Closes 


\ banquet marked the closing of the Annual Summer 
Course for Engineering Teachers at the East Pittsburgh 
Works of the Westinghouse Electric & Manufacturing 
Company. Eleven college professors, representing insti- 
tutions all the way from New York City to Tokyo, Japan, 
were in attendance. 

The course just completed was of a month’s duration 
and was composed of inspection trips throughout the 
plant, observation of work, and of lectures and talks by 
the various experts of the company. A feature introduced 
at the lectures was the motion picture, to portray the work 
of modern electricity. Two of the reels of the most in- 
terest were “A Romance of the Rails” and “A Trip 
Through the 59th Street Power House.” The “Romance 
of the Rails” showed the advance in present-day railroad- 
ing, by electrification of steam roads and the passing of 
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steam as motive power. The “Trip through the Power 
House” exhibited the 70,000 K.W. turbine of the Inter- 
borough Rapid Transit Company of New York City. This 
turbine, which was built and installed by the Westinghouse 
Company, is the most powerful engine in the world. 
The professors who were in attendance at the Summer 
Course, and the institutions they represent, are: M. P. 
Cleghorn of lowa State College, W. D. Emerson of the 
University of Maine, R. S. Howell of the Georgia Insti- 
tute of Technology, L. J. Hodgins of Maryland State 
College, J. E. Lear of the University of North Carolina, 
B. K. Northrop of Cornell University, S. Noda of the 
Imperial University of Japan, C. W. Piper of Purdue Uni- 
versity, J. W. Shuster of the University of Wisconsin, 
A. F. Puchstein of the Ohio State University, and E. B. 
Wood of Pratt Institute, Brooklyn, New York City. 


Cost Plus Form of Contract Dis- 
cussed at American Society of 
Civil Engineers’ Meeting 


At the regular meeting of the Society, held at the 
Engineering Building, September 3, 1919, a paper was pre- 
sented by Ernest Wilder Clarke, entitled “Contracts—A 
Comparison of ‘Cost Plus’ With Other Forms.” 

In general, the paper sets forth the advantages of the 
cost-plus system, but the author stated in presenting his 
paper that its purpose was to serve as a basis for discus- 
sion of the entire subject of contract forms. The dis- 
cussion which followed was interesting and instructive, 
and, with one exception, voiced a condemnation of the 
cost-plus system. The point was made, however, that none 
of the forms of contract at present in general use—i. e., the 
lump sum, the unit price, the cost-plus a percentage or the 
cost-plus a fixed or sliding fee—is satisfactory or entirely 
fair to the parties involved. 

Among those who discussed the paper were Dr. J. A. L. 
Waddell, F. H. Frankland, J. Waldo Smith, Edw. F. 
Hammel and J. P. H. Perry. Mr. Perry, Manager Con- 
tracting Dept. Turner Construction Co., spoke in favor of 
the cost-plus system and submitted figures of unit costs, 
based on a number of buildings erected during 1917 under 
both forms of contract. These figures indicated a slightly 
lower unit cost in favor of the cost-plus system, except in 
a few items. The unit costs, however, were very close, ir- 
respective of the form of contract. In discussing the 
paper, Dr. Waddell presented a possible solution of the 
contract problem by suggesting a modified form of con- 
tract incorporating the profit-sharing plan between owner 
and contractor. This plan, which apparently met with 
much favor, forms the subject of an article by Dr. Waddell 
published on another page. 


Cleveland Engineering Society

was held September 9, 1919. A professional session was 
held in the morning, while the afternoon was devoted to 
an inspection trip by special train over the rapid transit 
development.
